To slow down the speedy pace of life, I have only two words for you. That is: 
plan life. Only after determining what we want from life as opposed to how 
much we can get done can we fundamentally change the way we use time. 
Therefore, you could think regularly about what you want from your life. You 
could evaluate all activities, even the most trivial, by whether they add to that 
life. Then, you can ruthlessly weed out whatever does not, tasks, errands, TV 
shows, people, whatever. 

Concerning this problem, my suggestion is manage time organically. Time is 
uniform only to clocks. Our bodies keep a regular time based on sunlight, 
temperature and the uneven tempo of work and leisure that first sets our inner 
clocks. Hence, you need to get to know your own body's clock. Pay special 
attention to peak periods and take advantage of the peak periods in scheduling 
work. If you don't control your work schedule, try to negotiate one that 
allows this. I strongly recommend you don't make use of every minute. This 
only increases tension while reducing effectiveness. 

Rushing is addictive. Once hooked, it's hard to remember that the fastest way 
of doing things isn't always the best way. When hurried, you could ask 
yourself: “Do I really need to rush? What's the worst thing that could 
happen to me if I don't? Is that worse than what it's costing me to hurry?" 
Well, my solutions are you distinguish between necessary haste and mere 
impatience and make a conscious effort not always to take the fastest path. 
For example, use stairs instead of elevators, walk rather than drive, cut and

grate food that you used to process, use your hand instead of a calculator and 
the like. 

How often do we really need to know what time it is? The fewer reminders we 
have of time, the better we can make this commodity serve rather than master 
us. Here are some of my suggestions. First, pay attention to how often you 
check the time. Reduce such occasions to a minimum. Second, go watch-less 
whenever possible. Third, cultivate an interest in clock-free activities such as 
baseball, chess, quilt making, potting, fly-tying, and the like. 

Well, I think controlling the volume of our activities makes it possible for us 
to get more out of life. For example, subtract an activity before adding a new 
one. Accept that you can't have it all and would not want to have it all. Treat 
career plateaus, tempered ambition, even reduced income as a potential time 
bonus. Approach growing older as an excellent opportunity to ease your pace 
and do more of what you really want to do.

tragedy for him. In the May 19th, 1997 edition of the British newspaper The Independent, Bocelli 
is quoted as saying, "The tragedy is that people continue to make a fuss out of something which 
they consider tragic, not I.” About his blindness, he says, “Everyone has problems to overcome. 
The important thing is to overcome them and not to create more of them for yourself." 

Certainly, his blindness has not adversely affected his career. Educated as a lawyer, but 
with an unmistakable talent in music, Andrea Bocelli is in the unique position of being adored 
by fans of both pop music and classical opera. He has taken master classes with the famous 
Italian tenor, Luciano Pavarotti, and has sung for the Pope. 

Long popular in his home country of Italy, he became a hit with the British. In 1996, after 
recording "Time to Say Goodbye" with the famous British singer Sarah Brightman. This song 
was originally recorded as a solo by Bocelli. Brightman apparently heard it while dining out, 
was enchanted by it and tracked down Bocelli. 

The two of them recorded it as a duet with the London Symphony Orchestra. Brightman and 
Bocelli performed the song in Germany at the retirement fight of light-heavyweight champion Henry 
Maske. The crowd responded enthusiastically. Maske was moved to tears. “Time to Say Goodbye" 
became the biggest selling single of all time in Germany, with sales of nearly three million copies. 

Both his classical and pop music became popular in North America after a PBS special 
featured Bocelli performing both kinds of music.

Elmer Rice is one of the major American playwright who contributed significantly to the 
development of American drama in a career which spanned over fifty years. Rice was born 
Elmer Leopold Reizenstein in New York in 1892. 

In his childhood, his family was constantly worried about money. He was forced to work at 
age fourteen. From 1908 to 1914, he worked as a file clerk at his cousin’s law firm. During this 
period he attended the New York Law School, but he quit his job at the law firm only a few 
weeks after being admitted to the New York bar. He was resolved to write plays. 

His early work experience helped to shape his view of reality and influenced his writing. 
He started his career as a playwright in 1914. In 1935, he accepted the directorship of the New 
York Federal Theatre Project and only resigned his position in 1936. In 1938, he organized a 
production group, the Playwright Company, with Maxwell Anderson, Sydney Kingsly, S. M. 
Berman, and Robert Sherwood. It was a major theatrical force in New York. 


Rice is a brave fighter, who uses the stage as his vehicle. His main interest is in the social 
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aspects of life. He has written about the ugliness of the impersonal business society, which makes 
possible such tragedies as those he describes in The Adding Machine, Street Scene and We the People. 

He has made three noteworthy contributions to American drama. In On Trial, he successfully 
used for the first time on the stage the flashback technique of the movies. In The Adding Machine, 
he wrote the first American Expressionistic play. In Street Scene, he presented the most Realistic 
picture of New York City. 

He has employed a wide variety of styles, ranging from stark Realism in Street Scene 
through Expressionism in The Adding Machine to Fantasy in Dream Girl. He is one of the group 
of dramatists who came on the scene in the 1920s, and who did so much to raise American drama 
from its low level in the early part of the century to its present day leadership in world theatre.

The Dangers of Global Warming 

The UN Climate Panel cannot find anything significant to suggest that weather has become 
more extreme over the past 100 years. Global warming is certainly a statistically-proven 
phenomenon — but its only well-attested effect is to produce slightly more rain. 

Alarmists such as Sir John Houghton readily cite the World Meteorological Organization 
(WMO) to the effect that global warming has now shown itself to produce extreme weather such as 
the present heatwave. Unfortunately for Sir John, this much-cited newsflash from the WMO was 
only a press release. It was not based on any research. When questioned on that point, the WMO 
acknowledged that its results suggesting that more extreme weather could be a statistical artifact: 
they could be explained merely by — as the WMO put it — "improved monitoring and reporting". 

It is simply not correct to claim that global warming is the primary explanation of the kind 
of heatwave we are now experiencing. The statistics show that global warming has not, in fact, 
increased the number of exceptionally hot periods. It has only decreased the number of 
exceptionally cold ones. The US, northern and central Europe, China, Australia and New 
Zealand have all experienced fewer frost days, whereas only Australia and New Zealand have 
seen their maximum temperatures increase. For the US, there is no trend in the maximum 
temperatures — and in China they have actually been declining. 

In both hemispheres and for all seasons, night temperatures have increased much more than day 
temperatures. Likewise, most warming has taken place in the winter rather than in the summer. 
Finally, three quarters of the warming has taken place over the very cold areas of Siberia and Canada. 
All of these phenomena are — within limits — actually quite good for both agriculture and people. 

The idea of comparing this with weapons of mass destruction is, to put it mildly, 
misleading. Yes, more people will die from heat waves — but what is forgotten is that many 
more people will also die from cold spells. In the US, it is estimated that twice as many people 
die from cold as from heat, and in the UK it is estimated that about 9,000 fewer people would 
die each winter with global warming. But don't expect headlines in the next mild winter reading 
“9,000 not dead".

They can join a club, sign up for another interest-based class, use the art room, play, use the library 
etc., basically, whatever they can think of. The school offers extra curriculum options during this 
time slot, like dance, drama, choir, etc. One afternoon a week is devoted to nature experiences, 
swimming in a natural creep, hiking, observing wild life in the local forest and much more. No 
assignments, just nature for nature's sake. It's good for development. Studies and experiences have 
shown that with small class sizes, ideally between 8 and 10, cut down into smaller groups of 2 to 4, 
students move for that curriculum much more quickly, leaving the afternoons for this free pursuit.

Another four pupils have since had to 
be admitted for treatments. The group arrived in China last week for a culture and study tour, 
but shortly after arrival at Beijing airport, four of the students, all believed to be teenagers, were 
admitted to hospital showing the symptoms of swine flu infection. British authorities confirmed 
this week that 29 Britain's infected with the HINI virus have died. With officials making plans 
for up to a third of the population to fall ill. In total, there are estimated 55,000 new cases of 
swine flu in Britain a week, although in the vast majority cases, the symptoms are mild. The

Internet Survivors in China Hit New Heights 


Daniel Chiang, a survivor of China's Internet bust, is no longer embarrassed to go out. In fact, 


the 45-year-old chairman of China's biggest listed Internet media firm, Sina.com Corp, says he quite 


enjoys meeting his investors and now the company's share price has risen 19-fold over the last year. 


The Taiwan-born basketball enthusiast says he used to feel uncomfortable, especially when 
Sina stock flirted with the $1 level in 2001 after the tech bubble burst. 


"Sometimes they would say, ‘Oh Dan, I bought so many Sina shares’,” says Chiang whose 


own shares are now worth about $66 million compared with just $3.5 million a year ago. “I felt 
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embarrassed and bad because they all lost money back then.” 

Once dismissed as washed-up relics of the Internet boom, Sina and its US-listed Chinese 
rivals Sohu.com and NetEase.com Inc. have risen from the rubble of the tech bust by posting 
their first-ever profits over the last year. 

Shares have been among the best performers on the Nasdaq since beginning to take off last 
October. Much of their success has come on the back of triple-digit growth in online advertising 
and mobile text messaging revenue. 

The trio are now three of Asia's most valuable Internet firms behind Yahoo Japan Corp, 
with market capitalizations that now range from $1.4 billion to $1.7 billion, a reminder of 
heavier Web times. 

Shares of all three firms have risen as much as 25 times in the past year, making multimillionaires 
of a small group of entrepreneurs who kept faith even as their investors fled. 

Charles Zhang, Sohu's founder, is now one of China's richest men. His eight million Sohu 
shares would give him a net worth of $326 million, placing him in the top ten of Forbes 
Magazine's 2002 list of the richest Chinese. 

Other survivors include NetEase founder William Ding, whose shares are worth more than 
$700 million. Zhang, a slightly built 39-year-old who climbed Mount Everest in May, confessed he 


just bought a bigger flat in Beijing after living in rentals for most of his last eight years in China.

British Hydrogen Car Unveiled 

A car powered by hydrogen that was unveiled yesterday could spell the end for the 
conventional car, its backers claimed. 

The British-built car runs solely on hydrogen and the only waste product it produces is 
water. It is almost silent and is being heralded as an environmentally sound alternative to 
petrol-driven vehicles. 

BOC, a British-based company which backed the prototype, named the BOC Ghost, said 
the car was “in effect a prototype for all cars of the future". 

John Carolin, the company's global director, said: “By 2020, many of the world's drivers 
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could be taking to the road in cars fuelled by hydrogen.” 

The BOC Ghost runs on hydrogen fuel cells, which were invented in 1839 by Sir William 
Grove. 

The process of generating electricity through fuel cells is similar to using a battery, but 
where a battery relies on an internal chemical fuel supply, the fuel cell can be fed continuously 
by an external energy storage tank. 

Petrol vehicle emissions are a major contributor to rising levels of greenhouse gases. 
Hydrogen is odorless and tasteless and is one of the most abundant elements in the universe. 

The Department for Transport welcomed the development of hydrogen-powered vehicles. 
A spokesman said: “We are currently investing in this type of technology.” 

The Department is introducing three buses powered by hydrogen fuel cells to London in a 
pilot scheme later this year. 

On Saturday, the BOC Ghost will attempt to break the mile per gallon record at the Shell 
Eco-Marathon at the Grampian Transport Museum in Alford, which currently stands at 10,705 
miles per gallon. 

Breaking the record could be a slow business though. The BOC Ghost has a maximum 
speed of 15mph.

I decided to tell him that the car needed some repairs and that they had taken longer 
than had been expected. I drove up to the place where we had planned to meet and saw Dad 
waiting patiently on the corner. I apologized for being late and told him that I'd come as quickly 
as I could, but the car had needed some major repairs. I'll never forget the look he gave me. 

"I'm disappointed that you feel you have to lie to me, Jason." 

“What do you mean? I’m telling the truth." 

Dad looked at me again. “When you did not show up, I called the garage to ask if there 
were any problems, and they told me that you had not yet picked up the car. So you see, I know 
there were no problems with the car." A feeling of guilt ran through me as I weakly confessed to 
my trip to the movie theater and the real reason for my being late. Dad listened intently as a 
sadness passed through him. 

"I'm angry, not with you but with myself. You see, I realize that I have failed as a father if 
after all these years you feel that you have to lie to me. I have failed because I have brought up 
a son who cannot even tell the truth to his own father. Pm going to walk home now and think

When Reginald Lindsay received a scholarship to Morehouse College in Atlanta, Georgia, 
what he wanted most was a good job with a good salary. But soon he became interested in the 
civil rights movement. At present he has a plan which he hopes will take him to Congress as a 
southern representative. 

Now in his first year at Harvard Law School, Reg is making careful plans. After 
earning his degree, he expects to return to the South to practice law among the poor. "I 
want to help them understand what their rights are and to help them achieve them," he says. 
Then he hopes to run for political office at the local and state level until he is ready to try 
for Congress. 

Reg grew up in a low-income Negro section of Birmingham, Alabama. Brought up by 
his grandparents after his parents were divorced while he was very young, Reg has been 
living through a period of far-reaching progress in race relations. In the summer of 1968, 
Reg himself became a good example of this progress when he became the first Negro 
student appointed to a special new program. The program introduces bright young students 
to the workings of the Georgia State government and encourages them to seek employment 
there after finishing their education. "I've been lucky," he says. "I seem to have been in the 
right place at the right time." 

But luck is only part of Reg's story, for he has made the most of opportunities that came 
his way. He learned to read in kindergarten and began visiting the public library regularly to 
borrow books. His grandparents encouraged him, though neither of them had much education, 
and they bought him a set of encyclopedias. “I loved those books," he remembers. “I used to 
come downstairs before breakfast and read short articles. I enjoyed reading about famous men, 


and then I would pretend to be one of them. I guess it was partly a childish game and partly an 
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escape. It wasn't too much fun to be a Negro when I was a kid." 
While studying for his bachelor's degree at Morehouse College, Reg worked on several 


political campaigns helping candidates get elected to government offices. At the same time, he 


maintained a “B” average while majoring in political science. He worked as a student advisor to 


earn extra money for his college expenses, and he was granted a scholarship for a year of study 


at the University of Valencia in Spain. 


With just two more years to complete at Harvard Law School, which also gave him a 


scholarship, Reg has made a good start on his professional career. He says, “The good life for 


me is the kind of life where I can find satisfaction in public service."

British universities have slipped down the world rankings as they compete ever harder 
with eminent institutions overseas. Cambridge and Oxford have lost ground to Harvard and 
Yale while fewer British universities are in the top 200 list published today than last year.

The Times Higher Education - 
QS World University Rankings had 29 British universities in the top 200, one fewer than last 
year. Of these, 22 had slipped down the rankings. The rise of Asian institutions is reflected in 
the inclusion of 9 of them within the top 50, including 3 based in Hong Kong. 2 new entrances 
this year are Hong Kong University of Science and Technology and Seoul National University. 
The rankings which are now in their 5th year are based on surveys of academics and graduate 
employers about which they consider the best universities in their field, the ratio of students 
to academics, the proportion of overseas students and staff at each university and the number 
of times research by each universities academics is quoted in other journals.

A local community college professor decided to fight back. "The price of textbooks for our 
students is just getting higher and higher and combined with the rising cost of tuition, it's 
killing these kids," said Pete Jason, PHD. “Remember, students are one of the poorest group of 
people in America, almost half of them have at least one part-time job, in fact one of my 
students has three jobs. She is a part-time sales clerk at a clothing store three days a week, then 
works three evenings a week as a pizza cook, and on weekends she does manual cures at a 
beauty salon, and she still manages to have a high GPA and go to school full time. Textbook 
prices are traditionally high, adding to that problem, many college instructors change textbooks 
year after year. They either upgrade to a new edition or switch to an entirely different textbook. 
This further hurt students because if the instructor no longer uses a particular textbook, that 
book has no re-sell value. " Doctor Jason decided to make life a little easier and a lot cheaper 
for his students by writing his own book on public speaking. Many books have an increased 
price because of bells and whistles, CD-ROMs, lots of colorful photographs and lots of graphics. 
I talked to my students, and many of them, like me, prefer to keep things simple. So during a 
sabbatical a few years ago, I wrote my own textbook. I made sure that it wasn't long winded. I 
called it Successful Public Speaking, how to be brief, concise, and to the point. Compared to 
most other public speaking primes, mine is half the number of pages and one third the price, 
that is $30 instead of $90, plus it is published in a three ring by the format, so when I wrote the 
second edition last year, students only had to buy the 35 new pages and delete 35 of the original 
pages.

Speaker 1: 

When you run, you land on the outside of your foot. Roll to the inside part of the foot and then 
come back on the outside of the foot. If you start to notice running injuries, it might be a sign that you 
are spending too much time in the pronation phase. Over-pronating changes the mechanics of how 
you hit the ground and push off, and affects your shins, knees, hips, and back. A quick way to tell if 
you're over-pronating is to sit in a chair and have a friend place two fingers under your arch. Stand up; 
if there's a lot of pressure underneath your friend's fingers, it might be a sign that you roll in. 

Speaker 2: 

Sure. There are unattractive in sandals, but the bigger issue here is the calluses are usually a 
sign that you are putting too much stress on a part of your foot. Common areas for calluses are the 
outside of the fifth toe, the inside of the big toe, and under the ball of the foot near the second 
metatarsal bone. It's OK to have them scraped off by a podiatrist, but before you do, try to figure 
out why you're getting them by speaking with the podiatrist. To prevent calluses from becoming 
painful to the point where you have to remove them, use a pumice stone to smooth them down. 

Speaker 3: 

We wear socks quite frequently, but have you ever wondered that sometimes, you might wear 
the wrong socks? Socks are a workout must, whether you're running on the beach or taking an 


indoor cycling class. The foot has more sweat glands than any part of the body. But not just any 
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socks will do the trick. Go for socks made of a synthetic wicking material, not cotton. Cotton socks 
tend to trap moisture in, which will end up causing blisters. Still got the sweats? I recommend you 
spray your feet with antiperspirant before you put your shoes on to prevent sweat altogether. 

Speaker 4: 

The same way you stretch your body post-workout, you should also kick off your shoes 
and do foot stretches at the end of the day. A natural foot is one that's widest at the tips of the 
toes. If you're spending the greater part of the day with your toes constricted, you're teaching 
your foot to be like a shoe. To help reverse the damage, you can even buy toe-spacing products 
to use daily to help return your foot to its natural position. McClanahan invented a product 
called Correct Toes that helps with this. Or, for a cheaper step in the right direction, you could 
wear toe socks to give your toes room to breathe and move on their own. 

Speaker 5: 

Remember to give your heels a break. Heels force you to lean forward as you walk—that works 
against your natural gait, which affects your knees, hips, and back. If you're not ready to quit your 
stilettos cold turkey, I suggest you using the time you sit at your desk to kick off your shoes and 
stretch your feet. Another issue with pumps: Having your heels elevated above your forefeet makes 
the tendons on the top of your feet contract and, eventually, shorten. To stretch these tendons, sit in a 
chair with your knees bent and bring your foot behind you with the top of your toes touching the 
ground and the weight on top of them. Then gently try to increase the bending on the top of your foot.

IT WAS SHEFFIELD, it was the 1970s, and Marek Reichman's mates spent their Saturdays 
trashing bus-stops. But not him. He would go and watch a man making knives. For Reichman, 
knife making was an example of invention within strict limits. One could look at a knife from 200 
BC and then a knife from two days ago. It's the same, but fresh. That phrase—"the same, but 
fresh"—could almost work as Reichman's job description. He grew up to be the head of design at 
Aston Martin, which is about as close as car-making comes to cutlery. 

Look at its most famous products of Aston Martin, the DB5, The genetic line is obvious, a series 
of features as particular to Astons as your nose and eyebrows are to you. But the most important strand 
of the DNA, the thing that holds these features together, is also the oldest design trick, golden section. 

Seen side-on, there's a line on a Vanquish that is clearly divisible into two parts. The first 
runs from the front of the bonnet to the back of the driver's door; the second from there to the tail. 
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You can see the division reflected in the bodywork. If you trace its line from the headlight, it 
flows smoothly until it reaches the dividing point, and then, like river water forced over a stone, it 
rises over the back wheel. The first part of that line is 1.6 times longer than the second part—the 
ratio variously called the "golden ratio" or the "golden section". It is the number hidden in the 
curl of bracken fronds and snail shells, in the Parthenon and the concrete boxes of Le Corbusier. 

Reichman believes that one of the things that make a design last, is that proportion. But it isn't 
merely the fact that features and forms have lasted that proves their longevity, but rather the way 
they've lasted. Like a cutler giving a simple, functional knife a twist, Reichman twists and torques the 
grille, the tail and the side-strake to renew them but not destroy them. When he is designing, Reichman 
is looking for something that is modern in its context, and that's very much about having a definitive 
set of criteria to design to. The challenge for Reichman is to both keep and push the heritage. 

There was a time when all Aston did was push. In the late 1970s and 1980s, with a failing 
business and in search of new buyers, the company started designing with America in mind. It 
followed a fashion for muscle cars, and came up with new models that were angular, beastly 
and looked more like Mustangs. Nowadays these models show their age like shoulder-pads. 
That was a sacrifice of elegance for ferocity.

I carry a Rubik's Cube in my backpack, solving it quickly is a terrific conversation starter 
and surprisingly impressive to girls. I usually ask people to try it first. They turned the cube 
over in their hands, half-heartedly they make a few moves and then sheepishly hand it back. 
That's exactly what it was like for me to learn how to read. Letters and words were scrambled 
and out of sequence, nothing made sense because I’m dyslexic. 

Solving the Rubik's Cube has made me believe that sometimes you have to take a few steps 
back to move forward. This was a mirror of my own life when I had to leave public school after the 
fourth grade. It's embarrassing to admit, but I still couldn't consistently spell my full name correctly. 
As a fifth grader at a new school specializing in what's called language-processing disorder, I had to 
start over, memorizing symbols for letters, I learned the pieces of the puzzle of language, the 
phonemes that make up words. I spent the next four years learning how to learn and finding 
strategies that allow me to return to my district's high school, with the ability to communicate my 
ideas and express my intelligence. 
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It took me four weeks to teach myself to solve the cube, the same amount of time that took 
the inventor, Erno Rubik. Now I can easily solve the three by three by three and four by four by 
four, and professor's cube, the five by five by five. I discovered that just before it's solved, a 
problem can look like a mess and then suddenly you can find the solution. 

I believe that progress comes in unexpected leaps. Earlier in my Rubik's career I became so 
frustrated that I took the cube apart and rebuilt it. I believe that sometimes you have to look deeper 
and in unexpected places to find answers. I noticed that I can talk or focus on other things and still 
solve the cube. There must be an independent part of my brain at work able to process information. 

The Rubik's Cube told me that to accomplish something big, it helps to break down into 
small pieces. I learned that it's important to spend a lot of time thinking to try to find 
connections and patterns. I believe that there are surprises around the corner. Like a difficult 
test or sometimes like life itself, the Rubik's Cube can be a frustrating puzzle, so I carry a cube 
in my backpack as a reminder that I can attain my goals, no matter what obstacles I face.

Thousands of immigrants who need to file papers related to immigration status, green cards, 
and resident cards no longer have to stand in line for hours on end. The immigration office now 
has a new system called Info Pass. Applicants simply schedule a time and a date to meet with an 
immigration officer using Info Pass. They don't even have to go to the immigration office. Info 
Pass is a website that they can access on their home computer or a library computer. 

To beat the crowds, immigrants in Los Angeles used to get in line the night before. They 
would start lining up outside the building at 6:00 p.m. and spend the night in the cold or, 
occasionally, in the rain. By the following morning, there might be 200 people in line. This, of 
course, was an unpleasant surprise to people who thought they were early birds by arriving at 
7:00 a.m. Sometimes people would sell their place in line to others for $50 or more.

The entire fabric of our society relies on the positive beliefs we have about 
each other — a subtle, inherent trust. Trust is the greatest compliment you can 
give a person, which is even greater than love. The only way to build this 
trust, or find out if someone is trustworthy, is to trust them. When you do, 
without a doubt, you'll automatically get one of two results: A friend for life 
or a lesson for life. Either way the outcome is positive — you determine 
which relationships are worth your long-term attention. 

For me, being honest is the most important thing. Be honest about what's 
right, as well as what needs to be changed. Be honest about what you want a 
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relationship to be and how you want to be treated. Be honest with every 
aspect of your relationships, always. The bottom line is that relationships 
don't hurt. Lying, cheating and twisting reality until it screws with someone's 
emotions is what hurts. Never mess with someone's feelings just because 
you're unsure of your own. If you are unsure in any way, be sure to say so. 
Always be open and honest. 

Speaker 4: Forgiveness is one of the greatest virtues which we should always seek. 
Imagine if everyone you knew was willing both to apologize and to accept an 
apology. Is there any problem that you all would not be able to solve? The 
willingness to admit that we are all human, and to forgive sincerely, is a sign 
of your emotional strength and maturity. Ultimately, this forgiveness is for 
ourselves. Forgiveness is not saying, “What you did is OK.” It is saying, “I’m 
not going to let what you did ruin my happiness forever.” Forgiveness is the 
remedy for ourselves. 

Speaker 5: Relationships don’t create joy, they reflect it. Joy comes from within. 
Relationships are simply mirrors of the combined joy that two people have as 
individuals. What you see in the mirror is what you see in your relationships. 
Your disappointment in others perfectly reflects your disappointment in yourself. 
Your acceptance of others perfectly reflects your acceptance of yourself. Thus, 
the first step to have a healthy relationship with anyone else is to have a healthy 
relationship with yourself. You are powerful and beautiful when you love 
yourself. So get up, look in the mirror and say, “I love you, and I mean it!”

In 1899, the Wright Brothers designed their first aircraft: a small, biplane glider. The 
Wright Brothers spent a great deal of time observing birds in flight. They noticed that birds 
soared into the wind and that the air flowing over the curved surface of their wings created lift. 
Birds change the shape of their wings to turn and maneuver. They believed that they could use 
this technique to obtain roll control by warping, or changing the shape, of a portion of the wing. 

Over the next three years, Wilbur and his brother Orville designed a series of gliders which 
were flown in both unmanned and piloted flights. They recognized that control of the flying 
aircraft would be the most crucial and hardest problem to solve. 
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Following a successful glider test, the Wrights built and tested a full-size glider. In 1900, 
the Wrights successfully tested their new 50-pound biplane glider in both unmanned and piloted 
flights. In fact, it was the first piloted glider. Based upon the results, the Wright Brothers 
planned to refine the controls and landing gear, and build a bigger glider. 

In 1901, the Wright Brothers flew the largest glider ever flown. Many problems occurred. 
The Wrights reviewed their test results and decided to build a wind tunnel to test a variety of 
wing shapes and their effect on lift. Based upon these tests, they planned to design a new glider 
with a 32-foot wingspan and a tail to help stabilize it. 

During 1902, the brothers flew numerous test glides using their new glider. With successful 
glides to verify their wind tunnel tests, the inventors planned to build a powered aircraft. After 
months of studying how propellers work the Wright Brothers designed a motor and a new 
aircraft. The craft weighed 700 pounds and came to be known as the Flyer. 

After two attempts to fly this machine, one of which resulted in a minor crash, Orville 
Wright took the Flyer for a 12-second, sustained flight on December 17, 1903. This was the first 
successful, powered, piloted flight in history. 

In 1904, the first flight lasting more than five minutes took place on November 9. The 
Flyer II was flown by Wilbur Wright.

Once I was being driven by a limo to a hotel in Palm Springs to give a speech. The driver 
appeared to be in his 60s and I remember thinking, “how sad that he has to keep working at this 
menial job." It turned out, though, that he was the retired CFO of a major Chicago-based 
corporation who'd gotten bored with golf. He took a part-time job driving the hotel's limo so he 
could meet people and stay in touch with the world. He even ended up giving some good advice 
to me, a financially naive engineer. I believe that every person deserves respect, and that I can 
learn something new from everyone. 

Now I make a point of asking people about their stories. From taxicab drivers to cleaning 
crews, each person gives me a chance to vicariously visit a place or do a thing that I might 
never experience on my own. I've found most people are patient with me if I show an interest 
and respect for what they have to say. 


Respect doesn't mean we have to agree, but we should disagree in a civil fashion. My work 
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is in high-speed electronic communication where miscues are common and can lead to serious 
disputes rooted in misunderstanding and distrust. Even though it’s impossible to assure civility 
in all situations, I can't recall a time when I have been proud of an online conversation that 
ended in an email nasty-gram. After the heat of the exchange wears off, I feel awkward, 
embarrassed that I allowed myself to be offensive. 

Some people think the Internet isolates and dehumanizes us. I don't agree. The net is simply 
a vehicle for people to communicate. When an online discussion becomes testy, many of us have 
learnt to move the discussion to face-to-face or at least the telephone so that better social cues can 
moderate an increasingly angry exchange. Reading words often invites the worst possible 
interpretation. Understanding this is a key to the world of the web. Whether it's on the web or in 
person, when I meet new people, if I'm open, curious and civil, I can learn new things. I believe 
it's imperative, even selfish you might say, to treat every person with respect.

Charlton Heston was born John Carter in 1923, in Evanston, Illinois. He spent his early 
childhood in St. Helen, Michigan. His parents were divorced when he was ten, and he was raised 
by his mother. Later, he decided to change his name. He took the last name of his mother's second 
husband, Heston, and for his first name he used his mother's former last name, Charlton. 

Charlton Heston discovered his interest in acting while performing in plays at his high 
school. He later spent two years studying acting theatre at Northwestern University in Evanston, 
Illinois. But he left college to join the Army airforces during World War II. In 1944, he married 
a college classmate, Lydia Clark. The young couple moved to New York City after the war. 
They tried to find acting jobs. Heston found small roles in the theatre as well as in television 
shows. His performance in the television version of the book fane Eyre caught the attention of 
the Hollywoood producer. Hale B, Wallace. 

Wallace gave Heston a role in the movie Dark City, which came out in 1950. The actor 
soon found other roles in movies, including The Greatest Show on Earth, directed by Cecil 
B.DeMille. DeMille later asked Heston to play the roll of Moses in his movie The Ten 
Commandments, which came out in 1956. This role made Heston famous and defined his career 
as a hero and leader. Heston then got roles in a series of epics, including Orson Welles's Touch 
of Evil in 1958, Ben-Hur in 1959, which won him an Oscar. El Cid in 1961 and the under-rated 
Khartoum in 1966. 

Off screen, Heston was active in the Civil Rights movement and marched on Washington 
D.C. with Martin Luther King in 1963. Later in life he served as President of the National Riffle 
Association from 1998 to 2002. In July 2003, he received the Presidential Medal of Freedom at 
the White House from President George W. Bush. 

On August the 9th, 2002, Heston publicly announced that he was diagnosed with 
symptoms consistent with Alzheimer's disease. On April the 5th. 2008. Heston died at his home 
in Beverly Hills, California, with Lydia, his wife of 64 years by his side. The cause of death was 
not disclosed by the family.

The next stage / step in the process of data collection was to send out 100 questionnaires.

She designed a course to train students to utilize self-motivation strategies. 

Personal interviews were conducted to supplement the statistical data. 

The experiments were repeated, in order to verify the results observed in the original data.

I think it's too simplistic, in the sense that it ignores the rights of victims.

1. Greetings and Introductions 


According to the Chinese custom, it is normal and polite to greet a friend or an 
acquaintance when you meet him or her for the first time during a day. This is also true of the 
native speakers of English. Chinese and native speakers of English do not share much in the 
types of set phrases and expressions that they use, as a result of cultural differences. For 
example, it is normal to greet someone in Chinese with “Have you eaten yet?” In English such a 
question would be regarded as an invitation to eat rather than a greeting. Similarly, “Where are 
you going?” a common way of greeting an acquaintance in China, may cause English-speaking 
people embarrassment and confusion. If they know little of Chinese culture, they may consider 
your remark as an invasion of their privacy. 

Many native speakers of English, Americans in particular, greet each other informally 
except on some very formal occasions. They rarely shake hands except when they are being 
introduced to a new person. They often call one another by their first names, even when they do 
not know one another very well. 

As to introductions, when you meet someone you do not know and you want to establish a 
friendly relationship with him or her, or just appear to be polite, you may introduce yourself 
first. Normally the other party will then introduce himself or herself to you. When you are 
introducing people to one another, your introduction should include names, appropriate titles 
and a very brief statement of their relationship to you. It is usual, though not important in all 
situations, to introduce the man to the woman, the junior to the senior and the person in a lower 


position to the person in a higher position.

Giving O pinions and Views 

Giving one's opinions is fundamental to a speaker. Like asking for opinions, giving 
opinions and views is an essential part in any conversation or discussion. Whenever you talk, 
you should have the ability to give your opinions or views clearly, logically and accurately so 
that others can understand you. For example, several persons are talking about the sports and 
health. You give your views by saying "Personally, I think the sports are definitely beneficial to 
people's health.” or “In my view, sports can benefit people's health from the following aspects.” 
And it also may be used in another case that is to give your ideas on someone's requirements. 
For instance, your foreign friend would come over to your country this summer holiday, and he 
asked your opinion on the weather and food in your country, so you may express your ideas by 
saying "I'd like to say that it is a little hot in the summer but as for the food, I think you can 
taste various delicious food." So, as a basic communicating skill for a speaker, asking for and 
giving opinions are most used in our daily life.

Responding to O pinions and Views 


When knowing others’ opinions or ideas you are often required to make a response to them, 
whether you agree or disagree, you need to give your reactions to others’ opinions or views. 
Sometimes you just give reactions like “I don't know” or "it's difficult to say". All these are avoiding 
giving an opinion or not giving an opinion but only responding to others. More often you need to 
give your opinions after responding to others’ views. For example, suppose you are discussing a topic 
on accuracy and fluency in language speaking. In this case one said, "Lots of people think that in 
language study, accuracy should come before fluency.” You hold a quite opposite opinion to him, so 
you may say like “No, I’m afraid not.” or “No, I don't think you are right." But if you agree with him, 
you may give your response to his opinion like “I entirely agree with you.” 

Notice that you need to be very polite when disagreeing with someone in English — even 
someone you know quite well.

( 1) Brief Introduction of Collaboration 


The interlocutor will ask candidates to choose one of a list of topics to discuss together. 


The interlocutor may join in the conversation and ask the candidates questions, but the latter are 


expected to develop the conversation. 


1) How to Start a Conversation 


Conversation is one of the most important and common ways of socializing. 
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However, it is often difficult to make contact with strangers who speak another language. 
Among English-speaking people individual differences are just as great as national differences, 
so caution must be taken when you open a conversation. It is a good idea to have a supply of a 
few opening gambits up your sleeve! Remember that the person you are speaking to is probably 
just as shy as you are, and therefore be prepared to break the ice. 

Asking for information or an opinion is a good way to begin a conversation, provided it is 
not a personal question. Remember that Westerners dislike to be asked about personal matters. 
They think it is their own business, and no concern of others. Which one is an appropriate way 
of opening a conversation depends primarily on the relationship between the people, their 
ethnic background and the situation. Safe topics to start a conversation with are about the 
weather, hobbies, sports, travel, entertainment, current events, etc. 

Here are some questions which should not be asked except by intimate friends: 

How old are you? 

Are you married? 

How much do you earn? 

What is your business? 

How many children do you have? 

What does your wife (or husband) do? 

In case you have to ask a personal question, you must begin by saying "Excuse me for 


asking personal questions.” or “If you don’t mind my asking personal questions." 
2) How to Keep the Conversation Going 


A conversation often depends on questions, which may sometime shape the direction you 
want it to move. The one who asks the questions in a conversation usually controls the 
conversation. Various techniques may be necessary to get sorts of information from different 
people. Most people are very polite in the way they ask a stranger about something — if you are 
more direct, you may appear rude. Anyway, personal questions have to be expressed tactfully. 
Some useful opening expressions are provided later in this part. You may decide when such 
expressions might be appropriate. The expressions are also known as useful "hesitation 
devices" to give you time to prepare your thoughts. You may often be unable to answer a 
question because you need some time to think for a moment or check on your facts; therefore, 
you need the right techniques for delaying your answer. Or if you may want to avoid answering 
altogether, you may learn some other techniques to achieve your purpose. 

When you ask people questions, they often don't give you enough information right away. 
You may have to ask them for additional information, you may want further details or you may 
not be satisfied with the answers given. Thus, you should pick up some useful techniques for 


getting the extra information you need. 
3) How to Change the Subject 


During the conversation, the speakers sometimes need to shift from the topic they are 
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discussing to some other topics in their mind. In this case, transitional techniques are necessary 
in carrying on the conversation. This is especially true when one speaker is inquiring about 
information. After he has got enough of the information of one thing, he may proceed to prompt 
more from the partner. Again, thus, you should pick up some useful techniques and expressions 


for moving on to the next topics in order to secure extra information you need. 
4) How to Close a Conversation 


When the time comes for you to leave, finish your conversation naturally. There are a great 
number of remarks that are useful for closing a conversation. It is a good idea to have a supply 
of these on the tip of your tongue. Also, it is important to remember that closing a conversation 


is often a relatively gradual process.

Argument is very important and necessary in discussion. Sometimes, you need to present 
your opinions so strongly that you start an argument! You'll use it in favor of your own opinions 
but against others. By this you can support your opinion through ways of giving examples, 
making a further explanation, persuading, suggesting, debating, etc. For instance, you are 
discussing the topic of the pure friendship between a male and a female and your opinion on 
friendship. Some think there is a pure friendship between a man and a woman while some 
disagree. You may argue your opinions like "I argue that there is such a thing as pure friendship 
between a male and a female. Take one of my friends as an example ... " and "Everyone needs 
friends and friendship is very important for every person. And sharing friendship with a person 
means you should be understanding and tolerant." 

More often, you need to show your agreement or disagreement with that opinion first and 
then give your opinion with supporting ideas. If you oppose some ideas, try to give reasons and 


then give your own opinions about it. If you agree with some opinion, you may argue or support 
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it by giving further information.

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( 6) Being Aware of the Cultural Differences 


ICB (International College at Beijing) resembles a small planet since we are required to 
communicate with foreigners on a daily basis about various crucial or trifle matters, such as the 
development of a language training program or simply helping them locate a stapler. On the 
whole, it would seem that ICB staff are cooperating with foreigners in a friendly and 
harmonious manner. But sometimes misunderstandings resulting from their cultural differences 
occur between them. For example, one foreigner complained that some Chinese choose to 
interrupt his talking. Another foreigner felt very puzzled with Chinese students' responding to 
the word “Thanks” because Chinese students usually say, “This is what we should do. We learn 
it from Lei Feng." So, the foreigner is eager to know who is Lei Feng. In order to achieve 
effective communication, it's necessary for us to understand what cultural differences include. 


1) Cultural D ifferences in E veryday Conversation

In English, as in Chinese, when people meet, they usually greet each other. The purpose of 
the greeting is to establish or maintain social contact, not to transfer information, so formulaic 
expressions are often used. In English, phrases like the following are common: 

Good morning / afternoon / evening. 
Hello. 

How are you? 

How are things going? 

However, both English and Chinese people may also ask or comment on other matters as a 
means of greeting people. The two cultures differ in the way they do this, and so care needs to 
be taken to avoid offence or misunderstandings. 

When a British first went to Hong Kong a number of years ago, he had no idea either about 
the Chinese language or the culture. Shortly after his arrival, he went to the bank on his way to 
school. He was extremely surprised when the bank clerk asked him if he had had his lunch. In 
British culture, the question would be regarded as an indirect invitation to lunch, and between 
unmarried young people it indicates the young man’s interest in dating the girl. Since she was a 
complete stranger, the British was quite taken aback. He proceeded to school and was even 
more surprised when one of the teachers asked him the same question. He realized by now that 
it could not be an invitation, but was puzzled as to why they asked it. In the following days, as 
he was asked the question again and again, he came to the conclusion that people must be 
concerned about his health. He was somewhat underweight, and he supposed they must be 
worrying that he was not eating properly. Only later did he find out that the question had no real 
significance at all, it was merely a greeting. 

Sometimes Chinese people ask why British people talk about the weather so often. Perhaps 
the question should be reversed. Why do Chinese people talk about eating so much? In fact, 


there is no real answer. Although there may be geographical or historical factors which underlie 
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the issue, nowadays the choice of topic is almost completely a matter of convention. 

Commenting on the weather is certainly a very popular form of greeting in England. 
English people have a very strong sense of privacy, and weather is an impersonal topic which 
suits them well. They are easily offended by comments which seem to invade their personal 
lives, so the Chinese greeting “Where are you going?" is particularly distasteful to them. If they 
are unfamiliar with the Chinese culture, they do not recognize it as a greeting which they can 
answer in a vague way. They regard it as a request for information which is an invasion of their 
privacy. In fact, many foreign teachers in China have complained that their room attendants are 
spies because the attendants have greeted them with “Where are you going?" 


机 Initiating Conversations ee 


Many people in China wish to improve their English, and talking to foreigners is one way 
of gaining valuable practice. However, very few Chinese know any Westerners personally, 
and so if they want to talk to one, it usually means starting a conversation with a stranger. But 
as Beal points out in a letter to China Daily (Sth December, 1984), “Western ideas of privacy 
are somewhat different than those of the Chinese. It is very unusual, therefore, for a person 
to just start talking to a complete stranger." Both Beal and Fare brother (letter to China 
Daily 23rd October, 1984) point out that Chinese often irritate Westerners a little by the way 
in which they try to start conversations. 

Part of the problems lies in the predictability of the questions. As they point out, nearly 
everyone seems to ask the same ones: 

Where are you from? / Are you from America? 
How old are you? 

Are you married? Where is your husband or wife? 
How many children have you got? 

How much do you earn? 

How can I improve my English? 

Not only are the same questions posed, but often little attention is paid to the answers. It 
seems that the person only wants to complete his list of questions and does not particularly 
care what the answers are. As a result, the whole event seems less like a genuine interchange 
than an artificial, one-sided conversation. The foreigner may feel irritated at being "used" in 
this way. 

A conversation between strangers normally arises out of a set of natural, not contrived, 
circumstances. So if both a Chinese and a foreigner are visiting a scenic spot, a conversation 
could easily be started by commenting on the sights. Or if both are waiting at a bus stop in the 
pouring rain, a comment could be made on the weather. If there seem to be no natural 
circumstances which can be used to start a conversation, an alternative way might be to ask 
directly, *May I practice my English with you for a few minutes?" If the foreigner responds 
positively to any of these conversation starters, the Chinese should then be careful to try and 
listen to the answers and to carry on a genuine two-way conversation. 
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Leave-taking can be a difficult task in any culture, but it can be particularly for people 
from different cultures. The guest has to decide how long it is appropriate to stay, and having 
decided to leave, needs to know what to say. 

Foreigners in China are often surprised by the seemingly abrupt leave-takings of their 
Chinese guests. Whether this is typical within Chinese culture, or just nervousness with foreigners, 
I am not sure. But in Western culture, it is common to indulge in a couple of minutes' small talk, 
as preparation for leaving. This may be along the lines of: “Well, it’s been lovely to see you again, 
but I must be going soon. I hope we'll be able to get together again before long ... " 

In contrast to this, Chinese visitors often stand up suddenly and say, “I’m leaving now." As 
they move to the door they use phrases like “I’m sorry to have wasted your time.” or “I’m sorry 
to have taken up so much of your time. " In fact, these phrases are only appropriate for business 
visits. For social visits it is more normal to say something like the following: 

Thank you for a lovely afternoon / evening / meal. 


It's been lovely to see you again. 
oA CUM M ML. The Use of “Thank you? ee 


The expression "Thank you" is used both in English and in Chinese to show gratefulness 
for help or for a present, invitation or offer, but the exact way in which the expression is used in 
the two languages is somewhat different. 

In Chinese, the frequency with which “Thank you” is used is connected with the relationship 
between the speakers. 

If the relationship is very close, such as between family members or close friends, it is not 
used so often. In fact, the use of it implies some distance. But in English this is not the case. 
“Thank you" is used extremely frequently, and is just as common between close friends as 
between casual acquaintances. If it is not used, it seems that the other person is being taken for 
granted. 

This difference can sometimes lead to misunderstandings. To Chinese it may appear that 
the Westerner always wants to keep a distance between them. In fact, one Chinese friend of 
mine often says, “Remember not to say ‘Thank you’ before she gives anything!” And to 
Westerners it may appear that Chinese are ungrateful. 

But in English “Thank you" is not only used to simply thank another person. Chinese 
students are often puzzled by the following use of "Thank you". 

A student asks his Western teacher if she would mind marking some extra, unset work 
which he has done. She agrees to do so, and the student hands her his exercise book. The 
teacher takes it and says "Thank you" to the student. 

Chinese students are often puzzled by this because they feel that they should be doing the 
thanking rather than the teacher. In fact, in English, “Thank you" is often used when things are 
passed from one hand to another, and in this case it also indicates the teacher's willingness to do 


the extra work. 
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本 The Home A ITE 


An American house usually has a yard, large or small. It may have a hedge, but rarely is 
there a wall so high that a passerby cannot see the windows. The majority of American houses 
have neither hedges nor outside walls. Usually the interior is shielded from exterior view only 
by window curtains or blinds, and then during but part of the day. 

The majority of Chinese houses are, in the first place, surrounded by such high walls that 
only the roofs are visible from the outside, and solid gates separate the interior grounds from the 
outside world. In addition, there is usually a shadow wall placed directly in front of the gates on 
the other side of the street as well as a four-paneled wooden screen standing about five feet 
behind the gates. The outside shadow wall keeps the home from direct exposure to the unseen 
spirits. The inside wooden screen shields the interior courtyard from pedestrians' glances when 
the gates are ajar. 

Inside the home, the contrast between China and America is reversed. The American 
emphasis within the home is on privacy. There are not only doors to the bathrooms but also to 
the bedrooms, and often to the living room and even the kitchen. Space and possessions are 
individualized. Parents have little liberty in the rooms of the children, and children cannot do 
what they want in those parts of the house regarded as preeminently their parents’ domain. 
Among some sections of the American population this rule of privacy extends to the husband 
and wife, so that each has a separate bedroom. 

Within the Chinese home, on the other hand, privacy hardly exists at all, except between 
members of the opposite sexes who are not spouses. Chinese children, even in homes which 
have ample room, often share the same chambers with their parents until they reach 
adolescence. Not only do parents have freedom of action with reference to the children's 
belongings, but the youngsters can also use the possessions of the parents if they can lay their 
hands on them. If children damage their parents’ possessions, they are scolded, not because 
they touched things that were not theirs, but because they are too young to handle them with 


proper care. 
T ETE First or Last Name? et EU AE TEMPERA 


Because the differences between China and Britain in the way names are used, Chinese 
students sometimes have problems in choosing the right form to use. This can cause 
embarrassment if you use the wrong form to a British visitor, although British people usually 
understand that a mistake has been made through misunderstanding, not impoliteness. However, 
if your English is very good, but you use the wrong form, a British person could think you are 
just being impolite! 

There are three main choices when you use someone's name. First, you can use the given 
name only, e.g. Fred or Mary. Secondly, you can use the title (Mr., Mrs. or Miss) and the family 
name, e.g. Mr. Brown, Mrs. Smith, Miss Jones. Finally, you could use respectful title, i.e. “sir” 
or “madam”. 


Now, let's look at each of these choices. We use given names to our friends, brothers and 
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sisters, colleagues and to people we meet who are close to us in age and rank. If a young 
Chinese student met a young British or American tourist in China, and called the tourist "Mr. 
Taylor" instead of “Bob”, then he would seem rather unfriendly. This is because both of them 
would be young and close in social rank. 

However, a title (Mr., Mrs. or Miss) and family name are used when speaking to someone 
we don't know very well, to much older people and to people who are higher in social rank. If, 
for example, that British or American tourist was quite old or very important, then it would be 
better to call “Mr. Taylor", not “Bob”. When you are not sure, it is better to be careful and wait 
to hear what the other person calls you first! 

Don't make the mistake of using the title and first name (Miss Susan, Mr. John), since this 
is impossible in English. Neither should you call a person only by his or her last name, e.g. 
"Good morning, Smith." This is sometimes used by teachers to boys in their class, but 
otherwise it is very impolite. 

The third choice is to use the polite title "sir" or “madam”. Although in the United States 
it is quite common for a young man to call an older person “sir” or “madam”, this is 
extremely rare in Britain. Only waiters, shop assistants and policemen call you "sir" or 
"madam". In other words, it is only a polite way of speaking to a person you are serving in 
some way as your job. 

There are a few examples of calling people by their occupational titles in Britain. The 
most common are “Doctor” (either for a doctor of medicine or a doctor of philosophy), e.g. 
Doctor Parker. People with a military rank are given their military titles, e.g. Captain Strong. 
However, occupational titles are not as common as in China, and except for one or two 
exceptions, you should never use just the occupational title. For example, do not say “Good 


morning, Teacher."

1. BFT Test-Taking Strategies 


This chapter is devoted to BFT oral test-taking strategies. By strategies, we mean a set of 
plans to deal with something. In this case, the secret weapon to accomplish the BFT oral task. 
After methodically perusing this chapter, you are sure to be equipped with some real insight 
into cracking the above-mentioned test. Let's get started! 

I suppose the readers, you, have already learned the testing format by heart. There are three 
sections in this test. Namely, Section 1 Greetings and Introductions, Section 2 Presentation, and 
Section 3 Collaboration. 

Now let's take a look at the first section. 

Bear one important thing in mind. When sitting in the test room, you are not just simply 
taking a testing. Instead, you are trying to demonstrate your fluency in the English language as 
well as trying to use your personal charm to captivate the examiner, also known as the 
interlocutor. It's a matter of public speaking, in this particular case, speaking in a one-on-one 
occasion. How are you going to make yourself stand above the rest and impress the interlocutor? 
First impression counts. Here are some tips for you to follow. 


( 1) General guidance 


Dress up. You should not wear casual clothes to enter the test room. Wear something formal 
to bring the best of yourself, and give due respect to your honorable interlocutor. Moreover, 
dressing appropriately can make yourself look more professional and boost your confidence in 
fulfilling the oral task. 

Be poised and pace yourself when speaking. Remember, calm and confidence is the name of the 
game. Although everyone suffers from nervousness to different extent, try to appear confident and 
poised. In addition, don't talk too slow or too fast. Try to accommodate yourself to the pace the 
interlocutor keeps himself or herself. Speak in appropriate volume to make yourselves heard promptly. 

Be courteous and mind your manners. Don’t make an exhibition of yourself by saying “no” 
or "sorry, I don't know" without careful consideration. Go all out to respond to the interlocutor 
and elaborate on the topic. 

Be relaxed and take it easy! With good mastery of the English language plus the adequate 
preparation, nothing is to be worried about, because you've got nothing to lose. In contrast, 
you've been doing something you've longed for and mustered up enough considerable courage 
to "confront" the interlocutor. By doing so, you should dare to look in the eye of the interlocutor 
and make eye contact as appropriately as possible. Note that your aim is to do whatever it takes 
to engage the interlocutor in the conversation and impress them so as to pass the examination 
with flying colors! 
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( 2) Specific Linguistic Guidance 


You should be fully armed with techniques concerning how to initiate a conversation, how 
to keep the conversation going and negotiate an end to it. 

Now let's take a look at one question in Part 1 Greetings and Introductions chosen from the 
real exams. Here is what the question goes like: 


Interlocutor: To star with, we'd like to ask you a few questions about yourselves. 
€ What kinds of sports do you like? 


A word to the wise 


Here in this case, the interlocutor would like to request you to start a conversation by 
answering his or her question. Pay attention to the key words “what kinds of sports" and "like"! 
First, search your memory for phrases and sentence patterns to express "likes" and meanwhile 
brainstorm on the idea of sports, to be more exact, the variety of sports. It's worth a mention 
here that it is not necessary to conform what you say you like to what you really like. You'd 
better express the one that comes to your mind first, among many other expressions you know. 

Here is a sample answer from the candidate for you to consider. Read it carefully and see 


what you can learn. 


Sample answer 1 


“Well, talking about my favorite sports, I can think of many, like some popular ballgames 
here in China, basketball, ping pong and football. I also enjoy running very much. It seems to be 
the most popular sport for people of all ages. You cannot only see old people wearing sneakers 
running along the street every morning, but also you see young people run on a treadmill in the 
gym. By the way, I must say I’m also bit of crazy about watching my favorite sports stars playing 


in the field or on the court. They are the real attraction for me to enjoy sports." 


Comments made by an expert 


Obviously, this is a good sample answer. The advantages can be listed as follows: 

1. Use of gap-fillers, words like “well” as highlighted above, often comes in handy, when 
speakers like you are not ready yet to give any prompt answers or maybe you want to 
buy yourself more time to organize your thoughts. Here is where gap-fillers come in. 
They are used to fill the gap of pause. Other useful gap-fillers are *you know, you 
know what, that's an interesting question, well, let me see" etc. 

2. Use of transitional devices. As highlighted in blue, "talking about, by the way", they 
are signals to lead the interlocutor through your response without getting lost. 

3. Use of exemplification. When the candidate is developing his response, he is using the 
technique of exemplification to develop his idea. “Football, ping pong, basketball, and 
running" are all concrete examples of sports, and the expansion of the idea of watching 
sports stars clearly delineates what sports the candidate likes. 

4. Use of summary sentence. This part is optional. You'd better restate your points at the 


end of your answer to give due emphasis of the important points you intend to convey. 
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However, given all the above-mentioned advantages, is there anything we need to work on? 


Now look at another sample of the same question. 


Sample answer 2 


“Well, in my opinion, when it comes to the sports I’m really keen on, a variety of options 
come to my mind. Such popular ballgames here in China as basketball, ping pong and football are 
liked by people from all walks of life. Jogging seems to be the most popular sport for the young 
and the old alike. Such are common occurrences as senior citizens run along the street and young 
people are found practicing running on the treadmill in the gym. And I' m no exception. To tell 
you the truth, it's my famous sports stars that keep me engrossed in watching them running in the 
field or playing on the court and make me enthusiastic about doing sports. What about you? 

Here is an opportunity for you to practice. 

€ What kind of books do people in your country like to read? 

A word to the wise 

Steps to follow: 


1. Brainstorm the category of books; 

2. "Think of their distinctive features; 

3. Ask yourself whether there is your favorite type of book; 

4. "Why do you like them, and compare your reasons with those of others; 
5. Draw a tentative conclusion. 


Possible version: 

Generally speaking, a vast majority of readers are found to be engrossed in fiction, such 
genre encompassing romance, thrillers, science fiction, etc., while others take a liking to 
non-fiction like biographies and autobiographies. If you ask me what kind of books are the most 
popular, it's genuinely hard to tell simply because tastes differ. 


Extra tip 
Notice in this section of the test, the duration only ranges from 2-3 minutes, and you've a 
couple of questions at hands. So remember, don't elaborate too much on each question unless 
you’ ve got really brilliant ideas and solid evidence to prove what you say. Keeping your answer 
sweet and short is always a good policy. 
Now let's take a look at one typical question in Part 2 Presentation. Here is it as follows: 
Interlocutor: Now, I'd like each of you talk on your own for about one minute. I’m 
going to give each of you two different photographs and I'd like you to 
talk about them. 
Candidate A: Here are your two photographs. They show two different styles of architecture. 
Please let Candidate B have a look at them. 
Candidate B: I'll give you your photographs in a minute. 
Candidate A: I'd like you to compare and contrast these photographs. Tell us what you 
think the two pictures indicate. Remember, you have only about a 
minute for this. So don't worry if I interrupt you. All right? 
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( 3) Picture Set A (Ancient Beijing vs. M odern Beijing) 





A Word to the wise 


When dealing a question type of this, you have to be crystal-clear about the aim, that is, to 
identify the similarities and differences between two given pictures. First, let's take a look at the 
definitions of "to compare and contrast". To compare, according to Longman Dictionary of 
Contemporary English, is to consider two or more things or people, in order to show how they are 
similar or different, with emphasis on similarity, while the word "contrast" denotes to compare two 
things, situations etc., in order to show how they are different from each other, with a stress on 
difference. Understanding the requirements is instrumental in scoring high in this part of the test. 

Next, follow the procedure in three steps to accomplish the task. 

Step One: Identifying the theme 

Identify what or who is involved in the given pictures. You may begin gathering your 
thoughts by asking yourself a series of questions like: 

€ What do I see in the picture? Is it about people, things or places? 

€ What is the theme identified in the pictures? 

Step Two: Understanding connections 

You may begin gathering your thoughts by asking yourself a series of questions like: 

€ What's the connection between two pictures? Do they share common grounds? 

€ How are they associated with each other? By spatial order? By chronological order? 

Or more? 

Step Three: Putting thoughts into words 

You may begin gathering your thoughts by asking yourself a series of questions like: 

€ In what sequence am I going to present my findings in my talk? 

€ DoIhave the essential vocabulary to express what I’m going to say? 

€ If not, are there any alternative ways to put my thoughts into words? 


Extra tip 


Notice that there might be more than one theme available identified in the picture set, 
which really depends on candidate's different perspectives. 

Now let's consider one sample answer from the candidate: 

"As far as I can see, this is a set of pictures of Beijing taken somewhere in the city. To be 
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more precise, Picture A is about a glimpse of what an ancient or traditional Beijing looks like, 
whereas picture B is a panorama of what a modern Beijing is really about. Obviously, the pictures 
are taken at different period of time showcasing different cultural themes in Beijing. In Picture A, 
I can see the classical architecture of residential housing type in Beijing, known as Siheyuan, 
which dated back to more than 700 years ago. With the rapid economic development and urban 
renovation, such once-prevailing traditional housing type in Beijing is now becoming a rarity. In 
contrast, they are replaced by modern skyscrapers and towering office complex alike." 


Sample answer 3 


“As illustrated in the set of pictures, Picture A is an epitome of classical architecture of 
residential housing in Beijing symbolizing the serenity and peace of life for old Beijing citizens. 
In stark contrast, Picture B is delineating the landscape of a modern Beijing, a prosperous 
metropolis bustling with skyscrapers and shoppers. Beijing is undergoing profound changes 
with accelerated economic development and urban renovation in architecture and living styles. 

Now let's move to Part 3 Collaboration. 


A word to the wise 


As its name suggests, cooperation is the name of the game for this part of the test. To be 
more precise, it involves cooperation and competition between two candidates under a testing 
situation. By cooperation, we mean the two candidates both play an important role in choosing 
the topics among those available on the list. Following that, you have to be able to immediately 


decide upon one topic in which both of you are interested discussing. 
( 4) Criteria For Choosing a Topic 


Here are some criteria that might seem helpful to you when it comes to how to decide upon 
a topic. Ask yourself and each other these following questions: 
Are you or both interested in this given topic? 
Do know have the know-how to elaborate on this? 
Can you provide some personal experience to back yourself up? 
What sources can you utilize to help you discuss this with your partner? 
Is it an open-ended question which requires a bit of good logic and reasoning? 


Or is it a specific question relating to certain fields?

Does it involve giving your own opinion? 


Kick the ball rolling 


Either one of the two candidates needs to break the ice, and take the initiative to bring up a 
topic and set the conversation, in metaphorical terms, to kick the ball rolling. You need to pay 
extra attention to the techniques for initiating a topic for discussion or changing the contents of 
discussion by interrupting politely and wisely. 


(5) Interaction 


Interaction here in this part of the test requires candidates to interact on two aspects. One the 
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one hand, Candidate A is required to communicate with Candidate B in order to keep the 


conversational ball rolling; on the other, both candidates are required to interact with the interlocutor 


by responding appropriately and respectively as well as expand and develop the conversation. 


Here is a list of instruction topics. Now both of you have a look at these topics and 


choose one to discuss together. 


1. What can a boss do to motivate his/her employees? 


2. Do you find that motivated people are more successful than unmotivated people? 


3. Whatis your biggest goal in life? How do you plan to achieve that goal? 


4. Do you have any goals you feel unrealistic? 


5. Does poverty necessarily cause crime? 


First of all, let's take some time analyzing the question types. Which category do these fall into? 


Questions 1-4 are open-ended questions, which do not require a definite and exclusively 


correct answer. Instead, different candidates may construct their own unique arguments and 


present them articulately. In the meantime, they all require giving your opinion. By the way, it's 


essential to have a thesis statement, which covers the gist of your talk, to develop an articulate 


argument. In doing this task well, you'd better also draw on other's experiences or use personal 


experience to support your thesis statement.

The current social trend is towards part-time employment. 


It's reported that a trend towards part-time work has been observed over recent years. 
Well, although it is often quoted as a “new” form of employment, its practice has a 
long history. But recently the incidence of part-time work has increased as part of 
the “new” recruitment policies adopted by companies. 

Part-time work has many advantages. It can be an alternative solution to the 
problem of unemployment or a means of finding a second job, and so it is easily 
adjustable to personal and family needs. 

The data reveal that both employers and employees alike agree that part-time work 
contributes to the fulfillment of the needs of the market and the saving of resources 
on the part of the enterprises involved. It promotes greater flexibility in companies. 
Part-time work contracts are indeed a useful means for making the management and 
organization of production more flexible. 

In the old times, the main motive for employees in choosing part-time work is the 
fear of long-term unemployment. But today many people choose part-time work 
voluntarily. It is an expression of the flexible organization of working time. 

That's perhaps why it is the option preferred by women, since it allows them to 
combine a job with housework and the family. In the recent appearance of 
part-time employment, women have a higher level of education. This trend is 
particularly noticeable in more skilled sectors like health and education. 

There are more male part-time workers, too. These male part-time workers tend to 
be young. Also, they have a higher level of education. 

Actually, there is indication that the higher the level of education and qualification, 
the greater the tendency towards part-time employment. 

But male part-time employment corresponds to a period of transition between studies, 
first job and professional stability while female part-time employment corresponds 
more to the situation of women returning to work after bringing up children. 
Nevertheless, we should notice that part-time employees have lower pay and worse 
social security coverage and may suffer from serious psychological problems on 
account of being “second-class” wage earners. 

A section amongst the employers, especially the more dynamic ones, recognizes 
that the long-term use of part-time work, leaving aside its positive effects, results 
in the reduction of competitiveness since it is directly connected to factors which 
have a negative impact on productivity, such as the lack of skills. 


As for me, people must have the free option to spend less time in paid employment 
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and more time working in voluntary, co-operative and creative activities such as 
caring for children, self-fulfillment, and providing services to the community 
through social, environmental and cultural projects. 

B: Moreover, many people are demanding a reduction in working hours as a solution to the 
current unemployment crisis. Part-time employment is a way to achieve this reduction. 
Meanwhile, as far as employers are concerned, the positive results of part-time work in 
enterprises explain their interest in agreeing to its extension over recent years.

Then which aspect do you find is the most difficult for learners from non-English- 

speaking backgrounds? 

A: The idioms, without doubt. Non-native English speakers can often handle the 
spelling and grammar in English, but when it comes to the idiomatic usage, they 
will make various mistakes, sometimes even very foolish and ridiculous mistakes. 

B: Idioms are the essence of a language. No wonder it is the most difficult for a 
non-native speaker to master. 

A: Yes, take American movies for example. They are chock full of idioms — of course, 
so is American life. Sometimes I found I heard every word clearly, but I just 
couldn't make out what the speaker is talking about when the words are coined 
together. Also I lack the ability to produce native-like English. So I think idioms 
can be a more serious roadblock to someone learning English than anything else. 

B: It is said that anyone currently enrolled in a 300-level language course — or who 
has already completed one — could go to a foreign country where that language is 
spoken and be understood. Nonetheless, lack of knowledge of idioms and common 
slang make such a person easily identified as an outsider, a non-native speaker. 

A: Although one may have a very slight accent and appears to be quite proficient in 
English, he or she frequently produces language that has a definite non-English 
flavor, that is, not the conventionalized language that is genuinely idiomatic when 
compared with that of native speakers. 

B: Foreigners are liable to use some expressions that native speakers would never use. 

It is discovered that non-native-like features appear to remain in an individual's 

second language production even after many years of constant exposure to and use 

of a second language. 


A: To offset this unavoidable disadvantage, it’s advisable to set up a number of 
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programs to help students learn the intricacies of English and American culture and 
colloquial English. 

B: That will really be beneficial to the students of non-native backgrounds. As for me, 
I find sometimes it is difficult to choose the appropriate expression according to 
the situation. I tend to repeat similar phrases over and over and fail to vary the 
phrases just as a native speaker would. 

A: Right, situation also dictates language choice. In linguistics various terms have been 
coined for certain types of key expressions that are related to specific contexts or 
situations. These conversational routines, politeness formulae and situation-bound 
utterances could well be useful in raising our awareness about the relationship 
between language and culture. 

B: Exactly! So in order to have a high competence of English, it is also significant for 
us to have some understanding of the culture of the target country. 

A: Besides, we should notice the varieties of English nowadays. Sometimes Americans 
and British people will use different words for the same thing. It is really confusing. 
For example, the word "jumper" in Britain means a sweater. In the United States, it 
is a dress. And the British call potato chips “crisps”. All of these differences led 
British writer George Bernard Shaw to joke that Britain and America are two 
countries separated by the same language! 

B: So native-like selection requires that an individual choose from among a number of 
grammatical and correct paraphrases, elements that are both natural and idiomatic. 
To achieve native-like English language proficiency, we still have a long way to go.

Natural disasters — Can it get worse? 


Today's newspaper releases an article entitled “Was 2005 the Year of Natural 
Disasters?" which is very impressive. 

What's it about? 

It says that the year 2005 saw the aftermath of earthquake and tsunami waves in 
Asia, hurricanes in central and north America, notably Katrina, which triggered 
flooding in the U.S. City of New Orleans, and the earthquake in Pakistan and India. 
The year also saw famine after crops were destroyed by locusts in Niger. 

Oh, yes, tsunamis, hurricanes and typhoons, earthquakes, locusts and now the threat 
of a flu pandemic. Perhaps 2005 will be remembered as the year of natural disasters. 

Well, some disasters experts reject the term “natural disasters", arguing that there is 
almost always a man-made element. 

The world's population has increased enormously. Perhaps that can account for the 
reason why natural disasters appear to be increasingly frequent and increasingly deadly. 

Really, while earthquakes represent some of the most devastating disasters in recent 
years, these are diminishing in strength compared with earlier times. Nowadays an 
earthquake with a magnitude of 8, 9 or 10 on the Richter scale is rare, the one in 
south Asia in October 2005 was 7.6, but yes, we are seeing a lot of damage. You 
will probably find more damage in the future for phenomena that are less in 
magnitude than in previous years. 

Disasters might as well be a consequence of development and industrialization. In 
Europe, experts believe that countries such as France and Germany are more 
adversely affected by floods today because major rivers, such as the Rhine, have 
been straightened to ease commercial traffic. 

That's true. Some communities are more vulnerable to the effects of natural 
disasters than 100 years ago because of ecological degradation. In many countries, 
people cut down trees because wood is the cheapest fuel. Then, when tropical 
storms hit the Caribbean in September 2004, for instance, there was nothing to stop 
storm waters gathering and wreaking devastation in Haiti because of deforestation. 

Experts agree that the poor are disproportionately hit. In several of these countries, 


the poor people are looking for spaces to build their houses or their communities. 
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And they find those spaces that are not already used are usually the spaces at 
higher risk for natural phenomena. There's a huge relationship between this kind of 
damage and poverty. 

Yes, we need to tackle the underlying issues, such as poverty and inequity. 

The experts say today's disasters stem from a complex mix of factors, including routine 
climate change, global warming influenced by human behavior, socioeconomic factors 
causing poorer people to live in risky areas, and inadequate disaster preparedness and 
education on the part of governments as well as the general population. 

So complex and intertwined are the factors behind these disasters that the most 
practical approach to preparedness may be to focus on reducing the risks rather 
than factors behind the risks. 

Disaster experts say early warning systems and education are essential to prevent 
and mitigate against the effects of natural disasters. Many countries are working to 
improve their disaster preparedness, but more needs to be done. 

We really should take some actions to protect our environment. The mistakes of today 
will continue to haunt the world tomorrow. We must act today. The world is our home, 
we should protect Mother Earth. And we must preserve our natural resources even as 
we use them, to ensure our children's rights to a healthy environment. Everyone may 


become involved and actually help make a difference in the world.

What a nuisance! Why will some people still be smoking in spite of the smoking 
ban by the government? 

Yes, tobacco use is the leading cause of preventable death in the world today. Given 
the harmful effects of tobacco smoke, our government should launch a war over 
tobacco. 

To begin with, I hope it can draw up regulations to further limit smoking in public 
places and guarantee clean indoor air for everyone. 

I agree. Non-smokers should be protected from exposure to second-hand smoke. 
Second-hand smoke is a significant threat to the health of non-smoking children 
and adults. The scientific evidence on the health risks associated with exposure to 
second-hand smoke is overwhelming. 

Second-hand smoke is said to be a leading contributor to indoor air pollution. It is 
known to increase cancer, heart attack, stroke and respiratory disease. It is high 
time that the government enforced some smoke-free policies to reduce the indoor 
air pollutants. 

As a matter of fact, several cities and countries have enacted smoke-free laws. And 


a smoke-free environment would significantly improve the quality of the air we

What's more, raising the cigarette price and cigarette excise tax might be an 
effective tool to reduce smoking, save lives and save money. 

And it is necessary to implement legislation to prevent children from beginning a 
lifelong addiction to tobacco. As we know, tobacco use is a childhood epidemic. 
Quite a number of kids become regular smokers every day and it's found that 
nearly 90 percent of all smokers begin as kids. 

Yes, it is essential to enforce laws to prevent cigarette sales to kids. Protecting 
children is a priority. The tobacco vendors should be complying with the law by 
checking identification and not selling cigarettes to kids. And government officials 
shall take such action as is necessary to enforce youth access laws. For example, 
they can ensure it with fines and license suspension. 

Good idea. People may report the violations of the regulations to the Public Health 
Bureaus. Those who violate the law should be warned and punished with a large 
sum of fine. 

We used to be impressed by the aggressive tobacco advertising. Tobacco products 
are advertised through sports events, music events, films and fashions — in fact, 
any place where the tobacco industry can target potential new smokers. Countries 
must impose restrictions on tobacco advertising, sponsorship and promotion. 

In this respect, I think it is also advisable to promote the education and publicity of 
smoke-free. The Departments of Education, the Health Bureaus of the City, 
Districts and Counties and media should carry out the activities to publicize the 
awareness that smoking is harmful to our health. 

Yes, no other consumer product is as dangerous, or kills as many people, as tobacco. 
The good news is that a growing number of countries are joining the fight against 
tobacco. 

It is really in the best interest of our people to pass smoke-free legislation and make 


our country a healthier place for all of its citizens.

What do you think will be the justified treatment for a person who has killed someone?

I was almost late for school this morning. The traffic is terrible in Beijing. 

Maybe Beijing's bad traffic conditions are known all over the world. During rush 
hours you can hardly move one meter within one hour. 

I couldn't know about it better after being stuck in the traffic queue this morning. I 
left home at six in order that I could arrive at school at eight, and my schedule had 
allowed for any delay on the way. 

How long will it take you from your house to school? 

Well, almost one hour. 

So you were delayed for more than one hour. There must be a serious jam on your way. 
I believe you're not the only one from thousands of victims in Beijing's traffic jams. 
Actually, this is not a personal problem. Research shows that every year Beijing 
will lose millions of Chinese yuan from those traffic jams. The government as well 
as Beijing citizens should do something to change the current situations. 

It's always easy to bring about an idea, but to put it into practice is a lot more 
difficult. You see, we have been calling for a solution to the traffic problem for 
quite a few years. Still things are not getting any better. 

It's because more and more people have a car of their own, and more people are 
pouring into Beijing just for more opportunities and more money. 

Our government has taken various measures to deal with the traffic jams. Beijing is 
the capital of our country after all and it shouldn't be included among the cities 
with the worst traffic in the world. 

But the fact shows those measures haven't been as effective as expected. Some 
even have made things worse. A few days ago, I heard a report from the radio that 
the flyovers in Beijing have worsened the jams instead of easing them. Maybe we 
should reconsider the effectiveness of our measures and plans to be realized. 

That's not the fault of those measures in fact. Every citizen should be aware of the 
current situations as well as their duties as one member of Beijing. 

But I don't think it's easy for the citizens in any city to actively take some 
unanimous actions in order to achieve a common goal unless the government 
comes up with some policies or do something first. 

There's some sense in your remarks. What do you think is the role of our 
government on the issue of improving Beijing's traffic? 

When I emphasize the role of the government, I don't mean it can work without 
cooperation from every citizen. If the government could make out reasonable, feasible 
plans and put them into practice effectively, conditions will certainly improve. 


But there're always dilemmas when carrying out certain polices that seem to be 
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effective, for example, restrictions on the purchase and use of personal cars. 
That is what I want to say, too. Ownership of private cars should be strictly controlled, 
you see. Too many personal cars on the streets contribute a great deal to the congestion 
on roads. Besides, they're one of the major sources of air pollution with dust and 
exhaust. 

However, restrictions on personal cars can't be enforced easily. The development of 
car industry embodies people's improved living standard and the prosperity of a 
nation.

I helped her handle relevant formalities. 

A: You mean your little cousin? I remember she is still a junior school student. 


B: She is, but my aunt thinks that it would be better if she can go abroad to study at an 
early age. 

A: Yes, it is a popular trend to study abroad today. Tens of thousands of Chinese 
parents send their children abroad before they graduate from high school. You 
know, I am always wondering why an ever-increasing number of people will send 
their teenage children abroad to study. 

B: Many parents have great ambitions for their children. Most of the students staying 
abroad will have good opportunities to master a foreign language. To speak two 
languages is a necessity now. 

A: Unquestionably, all those parents who send their children abroad at a young age 
hope that their children can become useful people at an early date. However, I’m 
doubtful about how much studying abroad can contribute to a child's growth into a 
useful person. Besides, it will cost the parents a large sum of money each year. The 
family will use up all their resources to support the child's education. 

B: The phenomenon of students going abroad at a younger age reflects to a certain 
degree the defects of China's current school system and education mode. As we 
know, the competition in our national entrance examination for college is so fierce 
that a lot of students fail to get a chance to study further. The students who receive 
an advanced education abroad are more likely to fulfill their potential. On the other 
hand, it is impossible to imagine that China, which is undergoing reform and 
opening-up, has an isolationist policy on education. China should let young 
students obtain more understanding about the outside world and have the 
opportunity to accept a multi-cultural education, especially in the world's most 
advanced science and technology fields. 


A: Overseas study may save the trouble for the tough competition to go to college and 
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fulfill the dream of a college education. But don't you think they are too young to 
take care of themselves in daily life? As well, they do not have mature outlooks on 
the world or life. If they enter a brand new world which is greatly different in 
ideology and lifestyle, they are very likely to lose their direction in life. 

It is not hard to imagine what will happen when a child studies alone in a foreign 
country. They will have to overcome language barrier and bear the spiritual ordeal 
of leaving their native land, and their lives overseas may be full of hardship. But 
from another point of view, they will learn to live on their own and value what they 
have while they, spoiled by their parents and grandparents, used to indulge 
themselves a lot at home. In my opinion, they will definitely gain something from 
this experience. 

Anyhow, I have reservations about sending students abroad at a young age. I think 
elementary education in China is as good as in developed countries. There is no 
need for parents to be impatient. They can wait with ease until their children finish 
senior high school or have a few years of college education. Then the children can 
study at a regular university abroad after taking the necessary examinations. In this 
way, the students can have a clear position about their orientation of study, and 
because they may obtain scholarships, they can alleviate the financial burden of 
their families. 

That's a good idea. On the one hand, the students will benefit a lot with improved 
linguistic, academic and mental abilities. On the other hand, the society will reap 


the benefit, too, when those talents return to the homeland.

Of course, it is far more difficult to determine candidates’ multiculturalism than it is to 
check their languages skills. 7 To seek out this crucial quality, I ask a lot of questions 
about candidates’ early childhood, looking for evidence of contact with diverse cultures. And I 
probe for arrogance about their background and environment. 

I don’t think for a moment that a proven American salesperson can be sent to Great Britain 
and be expected to sell there, since it is the same language. 8 The ones who succeed are 


multicultural people with the rare ability to gain acceptance from British customers.

American managers who want to get more out of their white-collar workforce will be in a 
shock if they seek advice from Frank Becker, a professor at Cornell University who studies the 
pattern of office work. His advice: companies need to devote more office space to creating 
places like well-tended living rooms, where employees can sit around in comfort and chat. 

Mr. Becker is one of a group of academics and consultants trying to make companies more 
productive by linking new office technology to a better understanding of how employees 
work. The forecast of a decade ago — that computers would increase office productivity, 
reduce white-collar payrolls and help the remaining staff to work better — have proved much 
too hopeful. Mr. Becker predicts that the central office will become mainly a place where 
workers from satellite and home-based offices meet to discuss ideas and to reaffirm their 
loyalty to follow employees and the company. This will require new thoughts about the 
layout of office buildings. Now spaces for copying machines, coffee rooms, meetings and 
reception areas usually come second to the offices in which people spend most of the day 
working. Mr. Becker sees these common areas gradually becoming the heart of an office. 
Managers, says Mr. Becker, will also have to abandon their long-cherished notion that a 
productive employee is an employee who can be seen. Appearing on time and looking busy 
will soon become irrelevant. Technology and new patterns of office use will make 
companies judge people by what they do, not by where they spend their time. 

That does not mean the end of the office, just its transformation into a social center. New 
ideas about offices are catching on elsewhere. Digital Equipment Corp’s subsidiary in 
Finland has equipped offices with reclining chairs and stuffed sofas to make them more 
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comfortable and conductive to informal conversations and the swapping of ideas. 


Companies such as Apple and General Electric are experimenting along similar lines. 


5. Steelcase, a manufacturer of office furniture, is one of the firms keenest to experiment with 


new office layouts and designs. The company's research center in Grand Rapids, Michigan, 


is an $11 million building completed in 1989. It is designed around a series of office 


"neighborhoods" that put marketing, manufacturing and design people close to each other 


so that they can find it easier to discuss ideas and solve problems. Employees on different 


floors can see one another through glass, and easily go from floor to floor via escalator.

Working parents and teachers see after-school programs no longer as optional, but as an 
essential support for children as they grow and develop, according to a new national study of 
after-school programs, released by Reader’s Digest Funds. Nearly 80 percent of parents 
surveyed in the study said that after-school programs helped their children cope with 
behavioral problems and helped them obtain new skills to meet increased demands in school. 
At a time when states and the federal government are pressing harder than ever for improved 
academic achievement by all children, a three-year study shows that after-school programs, 
particularly in low-income communities, are an effective and affordable way not only to keep 
children safe and out of trouble, but also to keep them engaged in school. The report 
concludes that children in school-based after-school programs benefit both academically and 
socially in programs that offer a diverse set of activities. The report findings are significantly 
given the emerging debate over whether or not basic skills can be effectively taught only in 
programs that exclusively focus on academics or whether such skills can be taught in a 
variety of program activities such as art, sports, book and chess clubs. 
Extended Service Schools (ESS) are school-based programs that provide a variety of 
academic and enrichment activities for young people during non-school hours, from 
homework help to career awareness. The facilities typically operate before and after school, 
on weekends and over the summer months. Well-designed programs support families, too. 
Parents with children in ESS programs said that their children’s attitudes and behaviors in 
school changed and it kept their children out of trouble. As a result, their children’s 
attendance improved. Parents were also able to manage their work schedules better, attend 
classes and get better jobs. 
The ESS study involved four national models of after-school programs in 17 communities 
across the country. The models differed in organizational structure and management, but all 
sought to promote positive youth development during out-of-school hours. Each ESS site 
was located in a school and operated by a community-based organization. All the programs 
focused on a mix of academics, cultural and recreation activities. 
Practical lessons from the report, such as cost and program design, are highly relevant to 
local program managers providing after-school services and to state agencies that are 
administering 21st Century Community Learning Centers for the first time. The Reader’s 
Digest Funds supported nearly 60 such ESS programs in communities across the country to 
help transform underused public schools into neighborhood centers.

social order and preserve cultural values. In all cultures, parents must teach their children to 
avoid danger and to observe the community's moral precepts. Adults also condition each other's 
observance of social norms, using methods ranging from mild forms of censure, such as looking 
away when someone makes an inappropriate remark, to imprisoning or executing individuals 
for behavior considered deviant or dangerous. The caning of American teenager Michael Fay in 
Singapore for vandalism in 1994 brought wide media attention to cultural differences in the 
application of punishment. Faced with increasing violence at home, many Americans endorsed 
Singapore's use of corporal punishment to maintain social order. Was Fay's punishment 
effective? Whether he subsequently avoids vandalism is unknown, but the punishment did 
apparently lead to his avoidance of Singapore — which he left promptly. 

The operant techniques societies use to maintain social control vary in part with the dangers 
and threats that confront them. The Gusii of Kenya, with a history of tribal warfare, face threats 
not only from outsiders but also from natural forces, including wild animals. Gusii parents tend to 
rely more on punishment and fear than on rewards in conditioning appropriate social behavior in 
their children. Caning, food deprivation, and withdrawing shelter and protection are common 
forms of punishment. 

In contrast, the Mixtecans of Juxtlahuaca, Mexico, are a highly cohesive community, with 
little internal conflict, and social norms that encourage cooperation. Their social patterns appear 
adaptive, for the Mixtecans are dominated by the nearby Spanish Mexicans, who control the 
official government and many economic resources in their region. The Mixtecans do not 
generally impose fines or jail sentences or use physical punishment to deter aggression in either 
adults or children. Rather, they tend to rely on soothing persuasion. Social ostracism is the most 
feared punishment, and social ties within the community are very strong, so responses that 
reinforce these ties are effective in maintaining social order. 

In the United States, fear of social ostracism or stigma was once a more powerful force in 


maintaining control over antisocial behavior, especially in small communities. Today, even 
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imprisonment does not appear to be an adequate deterrent to many forms of crime, especially 
Violent crime. Although one reason is the inconsistent application of punishment, another may 
be the fact that imprisonment no longer carries the intense stigma it once had, so that prison is 
no longer as an effective punishment.

The US may so far have enjoyed good luck in escaping a direct SARS hit, but officials 
aren't leaving anything to chance. The best hope for averting a SARS epidemic at home will be 
to keep SARS out at the nation's borders. 

Federal immigration laws authorize immigration authorities to exclude non-citizens who 
are determined to have a “communicable disease of public health significance". Immigration 
law also authorizes the President by proclamation to suspend the entry of any group of aliens 
whose entry he deems to be detrimental to the interests of the United States. This little-used 
power could be deployed to exclude all aliens from affected areas, a policy Taiwan has recently 
implemented. 

Under the Public Health Service Act, any individual (citizens included) may be quarantined 
at an international port of entry if they are reasonably believed to be carrying a designated 
communicable disease. As of an April 4 Executive Order by President Bush, SARS is now a 
designated disease. 

Thus, in tandem with airline screening, federal health authorities are carefully monitoring 
travelers from affected areas in Asia for SARS symptoms. With an estimated 25,000 individuals 
entering the country legally from Asia on a daily basis, that is a tall order. A single SARS- 
infected person getting through the net could bring down the border strategy. 

The US government might also front-end the border strategy through restrictions on travel 
by American citizens to affected areas. In a series of Cold War era decisions, the Supreme Court 
upheld international travel restrictions for national security reasons, and one can imagine the 
same rationale applying to a public health emergency. How practical it would be to prohibit — 
and police — a travel ban to countries such as China is another question. 

The initial SARS defense, then, hinges on effective border control. But US borders are far 
from under control. There are an estimated 8-9 million undocumented aliens now in the United 
States, a figure growing by as many as 500,000 per year. Asia is the largest contributor to 


undocumented immigration outside the western hemisphere, funneling illegal aliens into the 
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United States through elaborate smuggling networks. SARS could just as easily make serious 
inroads into the US through this backdoor rather than the front.

Her thesis is 
that brands have come to represent “a fascist state where we all salute the logo and have little 
opportunity for criticism because our newspapers, television stations, Internet servers, streets 
and retail spaces are all controlled by multinational corporate interests". — 3 _ Produced 
cheaply in third-world sweatshops, branded goods displace local alternatives and force a grey 
cultural homogeneity on the world. 

4 Outside the United States, they are now symbols of America's corporate power, 
since most of the world's best-known brands are American. Around them accrete all the worries 
about environmental damage, human-rights abuses and sweated labor that anti-globalists like to 
put on their placards. No wonder brands seem bad. 

5 They began as a form not of exploitation, but of consumer protection. In 
pre-industrial days, people knew exactly what went into their meat pies and which butchers were 
trustworthy; once they moved to cities, they no longer did. A brand provided a guarantee of 
reliability and quality. Its owner had a powerful incentive to ensure that each pie was as good as the 
previous one, because that would persuade people to come back for more. 

Just as distance created a need for brands in the 19th century, so in the age of globalization 
and the Internet it reinforces their value. A book-buyer might not entrust a company based in 


Seattle with his credit-card number had experience not taught him to trust the Amazon brand; an 
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American might not accept a bottle of French water were it not for the name of Evian. 6 

Indeed, the dependence of successful brands on trust and consistent quality suggests that 
consumers need more of them. In poor countries, the arrival of foreign brands points to an 
increase in competition from which consumers gain. Anybody in Britain old enough to 
remember the hideous Wimpy, a travesty of a hamburger, must recall the arrival of McDonald's 
with gratitude. Public services live in a No-Logo world: attempts at government branding 
arouse derision. That is because brands have value only where consumers have choice, which 
rarely exists in public services. 7 

Brands are the tools with which companies seek to build and retain customer loyalty. 
Because that often requires expensive advertising and good marketing, a strong brand can raise 
both prices and barriers to entry. But not to insuperable levels: brands fade as tastes change 
(Nescafe has fallen, while Starbucks has risen); the vagaries of fashion can rebuild a brand that 
once seemed moribund (think of cars like the Mini or Beetle); and quality of service still counts 


(hence the rise of Amazon). 8

There is an alarming possibility that our American economy is moving in the direction of 
what some people call a two-tier society — a large population of people with middle-class 
or higher incomes and values, with a considerable increase at the top, and a large number 
of people who have been economically and culturally uncoupled from the main society. 
What is most alarming is that the ladder that has connected the bottom to the top is now 
missing some important crossbars. There were certain industries, like the steel and auto 
industries, that provided more or less continuous ladders of jobs from the bottom to the top. 
You could enter as an unskilled person, acquire new skills, and move up the ladder into 
secure, unionized, better-paying jobs. But now these industries have been seriously put in 
danger, and their place as employers has been replaced by what I call the McDonald’s 
employers. More people work for McDonald’s than work for US Steel, but McDonald’s has 
no ladder. The problem is serious. 

A great many economists, myself included, feel uneasy about the fact that 70 percent of the 
economy does what is called service work and only 30 percent does what is called goods-related 
work. New technology keeps entering the economy and bringing employment into disorder. 
When you look back at how the American economy developed, you see a migration off the farm 
into the factory and out of the factory into the office. The main push has come from technology. 
There has been relatively little new machinery to push people out of the office, but that's 
changing now. If the computer creates jobs in the office, the service sector will increase and 
there will be no squeezing of employment. But if technology presses service people out of work, 
I don't know where they are going to go. 

Personally, I think American optimism is in for a very severe challenge. We have always 
considered ourselves virtually to have a right to be number one in the world. But of course 
we don't have any such right of assurance. And we have to be patiently prepared for 
unsettling fact that we are number two, or three, or four in many ways. In terms of health, 
for instance, we have fallen seriously behind, and that's a big blow to our self-image. 

In the next 20 years the government will have to take active steps in providing work and 
income for the bottom one third of the population. The government unwillingly provides 
some sort of income, but it doesn't provide work. And work is essential for people's 
self-respect and also for the building of many kinds of basic frameworks that are needed in 
the country.

N ew York's Setback Expected to Be Deeper than Nation's 


1. It probably came as no surprise to most New Yorkers that the nation had officially slipped 
into a recession by spring, or that the terrorist attacks of Sept. 11 knocked the wobbly legs 
out from under an already shaky economy. 

2. From Wall Street to Kew Gardens, the pain has been palpable. Just as nearly every resident 
of the city and surrounding area knew someone who lost a life in the World Trade Center, 
most know someone who has been directly affected by its economic aftermath dislocations, 
pay cuts and job losses. 

3. That giant sucking sound? It is the gasp of collective belt-tightening across the five 
boroughs. Statistics confirm the anecdotes. New York City lost 44,200 jobs just in October, 
the New York State Labor Department said. It could lose 50,000 more by mid-2002. 

4. Economists and accountants have tried to tally the damage stemming from the attack, and 
though their figures do not always match, the costs are undeniably substantial. In addition 
to the physical damage and cleanup expenses estimated at $30 billion, the attacks could 
cost New York City some $20 billion in lost economic activity like retail sales and tourism 
services this year and $10 billion more next year, according to Economy.com, a research 
firm based in West Chester, Pa. The $20 billion pledged by the federal government in 
emergency aid and billions more in insurance payments will help offset those costs, though 
only about half the federal assistance has actually been appropriated. A sharp falloff in tax 
revenue, however, will leave the state and city with yawning budget gaps not seen since the 
early 1990s. The city alone projects a shortfall of $1.3 billion next 5 year and $3.6 billion 
in 2003. 

5. That will keep New York's prospects dim even if the national economy emerges from 
recession, as economists predict it will in the second half of 2002. New York, they said, will 
endure a deeper and more protracted downturn than the rest of the country will feel. The 
gross city product, a measure of the city's economic output, declined 1.6 percent in the 
third quarter, compared with a 0.4 percent fall for the nation as a whole. 

6. Some economists compare the situation in New York to that of cities hit by natural 
disasters, like Hurricane Andrew in 1992 or the earthquake in Kobe, Japan, in 1995. Initial 
slumps were followed by building booms that led to revived economies, said Stephen 
Kagann, chief economist for Gov. George E. Pataki's office. 

7. New York, however, will not be helped by a building boom, he said. Rebuilding the 
World Trade Center, as huge as such a project would be, is unlikely to have a 
significant impact on the economy, Mr. Kagann said. The original construction had 
3,500 jobs at its peak, with maybe 1,500 more ancillary jobs created together, only 0.2 
percent of all jobs in the region. "The city's economy is simply too large for rebuilding 


to be a significant boost," he said.

late 1800s. "Genomics is now providing biology's periodic table," says Lander. "Scientists 
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will know that every phenomenon must be explainable in terms of this measly list", which 
will fit on a single CD-ROM. Already researchers are extracting DNA from patients, attaching 
fluorescent molecules and sprinkling the sample on a glass chip whose surface is speckled 
with 10,000 known genes. A laser reads the fluorescence, which indicates which of the known 
genes on the chip are in the mystery sample from the patient. In only the last few months such 
"gene expression monitoring" has diagnosed a muscle tumor in a boy thought to have 
leukemia, and distinguished between two kinds of cancer that require very different 
chemotherapy. 

But decoding the book of life poses daunting moral dilemmas. With knowledge of our 
genetic code will come the power to reengineer the human species. Biologists will be able to 
use the genome as a part list much as customers scour a list of china to replace broken plates 
and may well let prospective parents choose their unborn child's traits. Scientists have solid 
leads on genes for different temperaments, body builds, statures and cognitive abilities. And if 
anyone still believes that parents will recoil at praying God, and leave their baby's fate in the 
hands of nature recall that couples have already created a frenzied market in eggs from Ivy 
League women. 

Beyond the profound ethical issues are practical concerns. The easier it is to change 
ourselves and our children, the less society may tolerate those who do not; warns Lori Andrews 
of Kent College of Law. If genetic tests in uterus predict mental dullness, obesity, short stature 
or other undesirable traits of the moment will society disparage children whose parents let them 
be born with those traits? Already, Andrews finds, some nurses and doctors blame parents for 
bringing into the world a child whose birth defect was diagnosable before delivery; how long 
will it be before the same condemnation applies to cosmetic imperfections? An even greater 
concern is that well-intentioned choices by millions of individual parents-to-be could add up to 
unforeseen consequences for all of humankind. It just so happens that some disease genes also 
confer resistance to disease: carrying a gene for sickle cell anemia, for instance, brings 
resistance to malaria. Are we smart enough, and wise enough, to know how knocking out “bad” 
genes will affect our evolution as a species?

If you live in a city in North America or Europe, you have probably never thought much about 
water. Whenever you need some, you turn on the tap and there it is. Millions of people in other parts 
of the world are not so lucky. They have trouble getting enough clean water for their basic needs. 
This situation may soon become common all around the world, scientists believe. In fact, they say 
that the lack of clean water may be one of the biggest issues in the twenty-first century. 

The reasons for this are clear. On the one hand, people are using more water than ever 
before. Over the last fifty years, the population of the world has more than doubled. So has the 
demand for water — for home use, for farming and for industry. On the other hand, supplies of 
clean water are disappearing. Many sources of surface water — such as rivers, lakes and 
streams — are too polluted and unhealthy for use as drinking water. This has forced more and 
more people to drill wells so they can get water from underground. 

There are enormous amounts of water deep underground in lakes called aquifers. Until 
recently, scientists believed this groundwater was safe from pollution. Then, in 1980s, people in 
the Untied States began to find chemicals in their well water, and scientists took a closer look at 
what was happening. Weldon Spring, Missouri, for example, was the site of a bomb factory 
during World War II. The factory was destroyed after the war, but poisonous chemicals 
remained on the ground. Very slowly, theses chemicals dripped down through the ground and 
into the aquifer. Once they did, however, the water from that aquifer was no longer drinkable. 

It probably never will be drinkable again. Groundwater is not renewed regularly by the rain, 
like lake or river water. Thus, if a harmful chemical gets into an aquifer, it will stay there for a 
very long time. Furthermore, it is nearly impossible to remove all the water in an aquifer and 
clean out the pollutants. 

Industrial sites like Weldon Spring are one cause of groundwater pollution. There are 
thousands of such sites in the Untied States alone, and many others around the world. 
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Groundwater pollution is also caused by modern farming methods, which require the use of 
large amounts of chemicals in the fields. And finally, yet another important cause of 
groundwater pollution is waste. That includes solid waste thrown away in dumps and landfills, 
and also untreated human and animal waste. 

The situation is indeed very serious. Fortunately, there are many aquifers and they are very 
large. Only a small number have been seriously damaged so far. But if the world does not want 
to go thirsty in the near future, further pollution must be prevented. Around the world, 
governments must make real changes in industry, agriculture and waste disposal.

A T hirsty Planet 


If you live in a city in North America or Europe, you have probably never thought much 
about water. Whenever you need some, you turn on the tap and there it is. Millions of people in 
other parts of the world are not so lucky. They have trouble getting enough clean water for their 
basic needs. This situation may soon become common all around the world, scientists believe. 
In fact, they say that the lack of clean water may be one of the biggest issues in the twenty-first 
century. 

The reasons for this are clear. On the one hand, people are using more water than ever 
before. Over the last fifty years, the population of the world has more than doubled. So has the 
demand for water — for home use, for farming and for industry. On the other hand, supplies of 
clean water are disappearing. Many sources of surface water — such as rivers, lakes and 
streams — are too polluted and unhealthy for use as drinking water. This has forced more and 
more people to drill wells so they can get water from underground. 

There are enormous amounts of water deep underground in lakes called aquifers. Until 
recently, scientists believed this groundwater was safe from pollution. Then, in 1980s, people in 
the Untied States began to find chemicals in their well water, and scientists took a closer look at 
what was happening. Weldon Spring, Missouri, for example, was the site of a bomb factory 
during World War II. The factory was destroyed after the war, but poisonous chemicals 
remained on the ground. Very slowly, these chemicals dripped down through the ground and 
into the aquifer. Once they did, however, the water from that aquifer was no longer drinkable. 

It probably never will be drinkable again. Groundwater is not renewed regularly by the rain, 
like lake or river water. Thus, if a harmful chemical gets into an aquifer, it will stay there for a 
very long time. Furthermore, it is nearly impossible to remove all the water in an aquifer and 
clean out the pollutants. 

Industrial sites like Weldon Spring are one cause of groundwater pollution. There are 
thousands of such sites in the Untied States alone, and many others around the world. 
Groundwater pollution is also caused by modern farming methods, which require the use of 
large amounts of chemicals in the fields. And finally yet another important cause of 
groundwater pollution is waste. That includes solid waste thrown away in dumps and landfills, 
and also untreated human and animal waste. 


The situation is indeed very serious. Fortunately, there are many aquifers and they are very 
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large. Only a small number have been seriously damaged so far. But if the world does not want 


to go thirsty in the near future, further pollution must be prevented. Around the world, 


governments must make real changes in industry, agriculture and waste disposal.

4. Economists and accountants have tried to tally the damage stemming from the attack, and 
though their figures do not always match, the costs are undeniably substantial. In addition 
to the physical damage and cleanup expenses estimated at $30 billion, the attacks could 
cost New York City some $20 billion in lost economic activity like retail sales and tourism 
services this year and $10 billion more next year, according to Economy.com, a research 
firm based in West Chester, Pa. The $20 billion pledged by the federal government in 
emergency aid and billions more in insurance payments will help offset those costs, though 
only about half the federal assistance has actually been appropriated. A sharp falloff in tax 
revenue, however, will leave the state and city with yawning budget gaps not seen since the 


early 1990s. The city alone projects a shortfall of $1.3 billion next 5 year and $3.6 billion

in 2003. 

That will keep New York’s prospects dim even if the national economy emerges from 
recession, as economists predict it will in the second half of 2002. New York, they said, 
will endure a deeper and more protracted downturn than the rest of the country will feel. 
The gross city product, a measure of the city’s economic output, declined 1.6 percent in the 
third quarter, compared with a 0.4 percent fall for the nation as a whole. 

Some economists compare the situation in New York to that of cities hit by natural 
disasters, like Hurricane Andrew in 1992 or the earthquake in Kobe, Japan, in 1995. Initial 
slumps were followed by building booms that led to revived economies, said Stephen 
Kagann, chief economist for Gov. George E. Pataki’s office. 

New York, however, will not be helped by a building boom, he said. Rebuilding the World 
Trade Center, as huge as such a project would be, is unlikely to have a significant impact on 
the economy, Mr. Kagann said. The original construction had 3,500 jobs at its peak, with 
maybe 1,500 more ancillary jobs created together, only 0.2 percent of all jobs in the region. 
“The city’s economy is simply too large for rebuilding to be a significant boost,” he said.

Crash-Prone? T he Solution Could Be W indows XP 


But does It Make Sense to Upgrade Your Operating System? 

You can hardly turn on the television or click on a Web page without seeing a colorful ad 
for Microsoft's new Windows XP operating system, which launched on Oct. 25. 

So, now that the long-awaited XP is here, what are you going to do about it? Should you 
upgrade, and if you do, how hard is it and what are the potential drawbacks? The decision is pretty 
easy if you really need a whole new Windows PC. They all come with XP preloaded, and in my 
tests of a few such models, they seemed to work well. Pm writing this on my own new personal 
computer, a Dell that came preloaded with Windows XP, and it worked great right out of the box. 

The only downside is that if you're keeping older printers, scanners and other peripherals, 
you may have to download new "drivers" — the small programs that allow a PC and a 
peripheral to interact. XP contains many of the drivers for recent-model printers and the like, 
sparing you from even digging out the disks that came with them. But if you have older 
equipment, you may have to download new drivers, because the original software that came 
with the hardware might not work with Windows XP. 

It's harder to decide what to do about XP if you have a PC that doesn't need replacing. If 
you're happy with the way things are working, don't upgrade. It's never a trivial thing to change 
operating systems, and you shouldn't do it without a reason. 

However, there are two big limitations in prior versions of Windows that XP does fix, and 
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that might make an upgrade worthwhile. These are stability — that is, the ability not to crash, or 
at least to do so rarely — and compatibility. Windows 98 and Windows ME, the previous 
consumer versions, had wide compatibility with consumer software and peripherals, but lousy 
stability. Windows 2000, the prior business version, had great stability, but limited compatibility 
with consumer software and add-on hardware. 

Windows XP is designed to combine the stability of Windows 2000 (with which it shares 
underlying code) with the compatibility of Windows 98 and Windows ME, and in my 
experience, it does a good job at that. So if you need more reliability or compatibility than your 
current version of Windows supplies, an upgrade may be in order. 

But there’s a catch. Microsoft says that an XP upgrade will really be sensible only if your 
PC is two years old or less — built after 1999. And you need at least a 300MHz processor and 
128 megabytes of memory, though I recommend at least 192MB, and 256MB is even better. 
Also, you'll need a roomy hard disk — Windows XP alone will suck up 1.5 gigabytes. 

So there are only a limited number of PCs for which upgrading makes sense, and you may 
have to invest in beefing yours up first. 

Not only that, but you must have Windows 98, Windows ME or Windows 2000 on your current 
system to upgrade. If you have Windows 95 and somehow still have a new enough machine to 
qualify, you have to buy a very expensive, "full" version of Windows XP, basically wipe out your 
whole hard disk and start from scratch with XP, losing all your installed programs and settings. 

If you're good to go, you next have to decide which upgrade version of XP is right for you — 
the $99 Home Edition or the $199 Professional. The differences between them are surprisingly 
small, and 95 percent of home and small-business users will be fine with the home version. Buy the 
pro version only if you are running more than a modest network or need special security features. 

Note that if you have Windows 2000, or NT 4.0, you can upgrade only to Windows XP 
Professional, not the Home Edition. If you have Windows 98 or ME, you can choose either 
flavor of XP. 

In my tests, which included five PCs running all the main older versions; the Windows XP 
upgrades, both home and pro, went very smoothly. 

The process took about an hour in each case, and the installation software was friendly and 


clear in its instructions and progress reports.

Coca-Cola Classic 


In May 1985, Coca-Cola chairman Robert Goizueta announced one of the boldest gambles 
in marketing history: Coca-Cola would make a significant flavor change in Coke, the world's 
best-selling soft drink. 1 The idea, according to one of Coke’s leading strategists, “was 
to take all the positive qualities associated with the current product, its heritage and so on, and 
transfer that to an improved tasting product.” 2 Supermarket sales of Coke had slipped 
behind Pepsi by almost two percentage points, and Pepsi was consistently winning blind taste 
tests. The advertising campaign for New Coke emphasized improved flavor. 

Coca-Cola spent nearly $4 million to taste-test its new product on 200,000 consumers. 3 

When the brands were not identified, the taste tests of 40,000 people done in 30 communities 
showed that 55 percent chose the new Coke over the old, and 52 percent chose it over Pepsi. 
Subjects were not told during any of the tests that the product being tested would take the place of 
the traditional Coke. 

During the first month of New Coke’s introduction, shipments to Coke bottlers set a record, and 
more people tried the new product than has ever sampled any new product. 4 Consumers 
began to demand the old Coke. Sales were dropping rapidly. There was even talk of a class-action 
suit by a Seattle-based organization, Old Coke Drinkers of America. Coca-Cola headquarters 
received thousands of protest letters such as, “Dear Chief Dodo: what ignoramus decided to change 
the formula of Coke?” Coca-Cola bottlers meeting in Dallas signed a petition demanding that the 
company restore the traditional formula. 

5 On July 10, Coca-Cola announced that it would reintroduce the original formula 
under the name Coca-Cola Classic. Within hours of the announcement, a national phone survey 
indicated that 68 percent of the people were aware of that move and 66 percent approved of it. 
The Coca-Cola Classic package was designed only two days before the announcement. 

6 ABC News covered the story on its “World News Tonight” report, again on 
“Nightline”, and on “20/20”. ABC-TV also interrupted its “General Hospital” soap opera to tell 
the public that the old Coke was coming back. 

7 Pepsi’s first advertising campaign in response to its competitor’s move stated that 
Pepsi's own better taste had forced Coca-Cola's move. The second campaign talked about the 
confusion of Coke products, emphasizing the split between new Coke and old Coke. 8 By 
September, Coca-Cola decided to change its approach once more by bringing back the kind of 
traditional soft-drink advertising that it had been trying hard to get away from. The new ads did 
not address the differences between the new Coke and Coca-Cola Classic but rather, focused on 
a return to traditional values.

H appy 75th Birthday, Social Security 


1. On its 75th anniversary Social Security is once again under attack and so are its defenders. 
Those who would axe benefits are spreading myths designed to make you think there is a 
looming crisis. Well, it is just not true. The stark reality is that it will be several decades 
before the program encounters any financial problems. The program's trust fund will have 
a $4.3 trillion surplus by 2023, and can pay all its obligations for decades to come. And 
strengthening Social Security is easy — making the very rich pay their fair share by lifting 
the cap on contributions by the wealthy would allow the program to pay all its obligations 
indefinitely. 

2. Social Security was a centerpiece of FDR(Franklin Delano Roosevelt)'s New Deal reforms 
that helped this country recover from the Great Depression. These programs provided 
Americans a measure of dignity and hope and lasting security against the vicissitudes of 
the market and life. FDR therefore accomplished what the venerable New Deal historian 
David Kennedy says is the challenge now facing President Obama — a rescue from the 
current economic crisis which will also make us "more resilient to face those future crises 
that inevitably await us". 

3. This anniversary is also a reminder of how major social reforms in this country have come 
about — in fits and starts. As former Clinton adviser Paul Begala observed in a 
Washington Post op-ed, “No self-respecting liberal today would support Franklin 
Roosevelt's original Social Security Act... If that version of Social Security were 
introduced today, progressives like me would call it cramped, parsimonious, mean-spirited 
and even racist. Perhaps it was all those things. But it was also a start. And for 74 years we 
have built on that start." 

4. Indeed when Social Security was first passed it left out African Americans and migrant 
workers. It was an imperfect piece of legislation but one that progressives built on to create 
the program we know today — a program like Medicare — that people feel an emotional 
connection to and will fight to protect. A new campaign from MoveOn and Campaign for 
America's Future will tap into that energy, enlisting candidates to pledge their support to 
Social Security this election season — opposing any cuts in benefits, including raising the 


retirement age. And these candidates would be wise to pay attention: A just-released poll

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Corzine’s D ownfall 
The collapse this week of the broker-dealer MF Global and the due punishment of its chief 


executive Jon Corzine, who resigned Friday, have been and will be put to many political and 
rhetorical purposes. MF Global’s bankruptcy has been called, possibly, the first domino in a 
potential collapse of the European banking system; in this rendering, it's a rough analog to the 
failure, in the spring of 2008, of Bear Srearns, which warned the chaos of autumn. It might well 
be cast as a stimulus for more government regulation, or smarter regulation; to some, it might 
even be a case study in overregulation. Every rationale for regulation seems to contain, as yang 
to its yin, an argument that regulation is actually to blame. 

Corzine's downfall is an update on Icarus, all illustration of arrogance. It reminds us that 
leverage kills, that it is dangerous to pick up nickels in front of a steamroller, that risk is 
risky, that pigs get fat while hogs get slaughtered. It complicates the Democrats’ hopes of 
controlling anti-Wall Street fervor in the Presidential election, because Corzine has been one of 
Barack Obama’s most generous supporters—a possible future Treasury Secretary. The 
Republicans will not soon let this one go. 

It certainly further stains the reputation of Goldman Sachs. Corzine, a former C.E.O. of 
Goldman, took over a company partially owned by the firm of another ex-Goldmanite, Christopher 
Flowers, and managed, in a year and a half, to destroy it, in part while resisting oversight from a 
government regulator. That regulator comes from the Commodity Futures Trading Commission, 
whose chairman, Gary Gensle, is also a Goldman alumnus. 

It further damages the perception, or myth, that a becoming-a-partner at Goldman Sachs 
indicates brilliance, or insures success or a lifetime inclusion in the vampire-squid-piracy, 
although you can find whisperings of a conspiracy theory that Goldman planted Corzine at MF 
Global in order to destroy it — a notion that is almost as deceiving as it is ridiculous. 

Corzane’s collapse is also an occasion for taking-pleasure-in-others’ -suffering. It is an occasion 
for those among Occupy Wall Street's 99 per cent, who'd be ready to pitchfork him to pieces. It is 
also an occasion for the tiny cowering minority, who may resent Goldman for its perceived 
arrogance or cunning, or who may question the conceited folly and civic harm of Corzine’s 
spending over a hundred million of his own money to get elected to public office. The sentiment, 
among his peers, was that Corzine wasn’t so great a trader to begin with. And the sentiment was also 
that in the years since he had left Goldman, his skills, such as they were, had got rusty or outdated. 

It is ironic that Corzine blundered by, and is being criticized for, among other things, 
betting too unbalancedly on Europe. That is, MF Global was banking on the hope that Portugal, 
Ireland, Italy, and Greece (whose bonds are collectively known as PIIGS) would not default on 
their debts by the end of the year. It might have turned out to be a good bet, were it not for the 
fact that it was made sneakily with money that was borrowed and perhaps even effectively 
stolen—or for the fact that he basically bet the firm, and the farm. Goldman Sachs, meanwhile, 
has been criticized, since the housing meltdown of 2008, for having profited from bets against 
the housing market — for shorting crappy derivatives based on mortgages. That was a good bet, 


except that Goldman made it while dumping those crappy derivatives on its unwitting clients.

As Oil Declines, So does America 


More than 100 years ago, America’s first great economic 26 abroad was spearheaded 

by its giant oil companies, notably John D. Rockefeller’s Standard Oil Company.

Paris H otel Wars 

For nearly a hundred years, the Hotel le Bristol and five other so-called Parisian palace 
hotels — the Crillon, George V. Meurice, Plaza Athne and Ritz — have seen themselves as the 
guardians of French tradition and grand service. 1 They’re also very expensive. Five-star 
properties in Paris have average room rates of $350 to $700 per night, but rooms at the palaces 
start at $1,000 and climb all the way to $31,000. 2 

The luxury oligopoly, however, is facing its first significant challenge. 3 In October, 
the Singapore-based Raffles Group reopened Le Royal Monceau, which dates from 1928, after 
spending more than $140 million to gut and refurbish it. In December, Hong Kong-based 
Shangri-La unveiled its offering inside the former residence of Napoleon’s grandnephew. 4 

The hotel will blend “French services with Oriental flair," meaning yoga mats in the rooms, 
massage parlors in the suites and dim sum on the room-service menu. In early 2013 the 
Peninsula Group will debut its first European hotel on the swanky Avenue Klber. 5 

The target clientele is a growing emerging-market elite. The number of millionaire households 
rose 14% worldwide in 2009 to include 11.2 million people, according to the Boston Consulting 
Group, and China alone saw a spike of 31%. 6 The Asian chains will feature top-notch 
plumbing and state-of-the-art technology, which have often been missing from the palace hotels in 
the past. 

The new competition has prompted the old guard to renovate its properties and dust off their 
history. 7 At the Bristol, managers recount how during World War II their predecessors 
erased a suite from the floor plan and harbored a Jewish architect, who later thanked them by 
building the elegant wrought-iron elevator at the hotel's center. 8 But what's clear is this: 
for luxury travelers headed to Paris this spring and summer, the choice of accommodations just 
got a whole lot better.

W hy Are Women M ore Vulnerable to Broken H earts? 


0. Women are a lot more likely to suffer a broken heart than men, researchers say. The good 
news is that it probably won't kill you. 

1. In the first national study of its kind, researchers at the University of Arkansas looked at 
rates of "broken heart syndrome" — when a sudden shock or prolonged stress causes heart 
attack-like symptoms or heart failure — and found that it overwhelmingly affects women. 
Women are at least seven times more likely than men to suffer the syndrome, and older 
women are at greater risk than younger ones, according to data presented Wednesday at the 
American Heart Association conference in Orlando. 

2. Broken heart syndrome can happen in response to shocking or suddenly emotional events — 
both positive ones like winning the lottery, or negative ones like a car accident or the 
unexpected death of a loved one. A flood of stress hormones and adrenaline causes part of the 
heart to enlarge temporarily and triggers symptoms that can look like heart attack: chest pain, 
shortness of breath, irregular heart rhythm. The difference is that the factors that would 
normally cause heart attack, such as a blocked artery, aren't present. Most sufferers usually 
recover within a week or two, but in rare cases — about 1% — people die of the condition. 

3. Doctors have long known about broken heart syndrome 一 first described by Japanese 
researchers two decades ago — and that it seemed to occur mostly in women. So, Dr. Abhishek 
Deshmukh, a cardiologist at the University of Arkansas who has treated women with broken 
heart syndrome, became curious about just how gender-specific the condition was. Using a 
federal database that included data from roughly 1,000 hospitals, Deshmukh found 6,229 cases 
of broken heart syndrome in 2007. Of those, only 671 — just under 11% — were in men. He 
found that, overall, women had about 7.5 times the risk of broken heart syndrome as men; in 
people under 55, women were at 9.5 times greater risk than men. Women over 55 were also 
three times more likely to suffer broken heart syndrome than younger women. 

4. Researchers don't know what causes the gender disparity, but they have some ideas. One 
theory is that hormones play a role. Another is that men have more adrenalin receptors on 


cells in their hearts than women do, “so maybe men are able to handle stress better" and the 
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chemical surge it releases. Deshmukh said. 
About 10% of sufferers will have a second episode at some point, but most return to full 
heart function without permanent damage or need for follow-up treatment. So, it looks like 


the way to mend a broken heart is what Mom always said: just give it time.

The economy may be troubled, but one area is thriving: social media. They begin with 
Facebook and extend through a dizzying array of companies that barely existed five years ago: 
Twitter, LinkedIn, Groupon, Yammer, Yelp, Flickr, Ning, Digg — and the list goes on. These 
companies are mostly private but have attracted the ardent attention of Wall Street and investors, 
with Facebook now worth a purported $75 billion and Groupon valued at close to $25 billion. 

There can be little doubt than these companies enrich their founders as well as some 
investors. But do they add anything to overall economic activity? While jobs in social media are 
growing fast, there were only about 21,000 listings last spring, a tiny fraction of the 150 
million-member U.S. workforce. So do social-media tools enhance productivity or help us 
bridge the wealth divide? Or are they simply social-entertaining and diverting us but a wash 
when it comes to national economic health? 

The answers are vital, because billions of dollars in investment capital are being spent on 
these ventures, and if we are to have a productive future economy, that capital needs to grow the 
economic pie — and not just among the elite of Silicon Valley and Wall Street. The U.S. retains 
a competitive advantage because of its ability to innovate, but if that innovation creates services 
that don't turn into jobs, growth and prosperity, then it does us only marginal good. 

The problem is that these tools are so new that it is extremely difficult to answer the 
questions definitively. Flash back nearly 20 years and the same questions were being asked 
about the first Internet wave. Were Netscape and the Web enhancing our economy, or were 
people just spending more time at work checking out ESPN.com? Official statistics weren't 
designed to capture the benefits, and didn't — until statistics mavens at the Federal Reserve, 
urged on by Alan Greenspan, refined the way they measured productivity. As a result of these 
somewhat controversial innovations, the late 1990s became a period of substantial technology- 
driven gains. 

It is possible that the same gap exists today, that social-media tools are indeed laying the 
groundwork for new industries and jobs but aren't yet registering on the statistical radar. Many 
companies believe social media make them more competitive. Ford and Zappos, for instance, 
use Twitter to market their products and address consumer complaints. Countless corporations 
have created internal Facebook pages and Yammer accounts for employees to communicate 
across divisions and regions. Industry groups for engineers, doctors and human-resources 
professionals have done the same to share new ideas and solutions on a constant basis rather 
than episodically at conferences. Staffing companies have been especially keen on social media; 
a senior executive at Manpower told me we should think of social-media tools as today's 
version of the telephone. 

One big question is what proportion of that benefit will be captured economically by 
consumers vs. corporations. Sure, social media allow people to compare prices and quality and 
assess which companies are good to work for and where jobs might be. They also may enhance 
education and idea sharing, but the caveat is that the people who use these tools are the ones 


with higher education and income to spend on technology, not the tens of millions whose 
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position in today's world has eroded so sharply. According to a recent Pew Foundation study. 
only 4596 of adults making less than $30,000 have access to broadband, which is an essential 
component of using content-rich social media effectively. 

And that is the rub. Like so many things these days, social media contribute to economic 
bifurcation. Dynamic companies are benefiting from these tools, even if the gains are tough to 
nail down in specific figures. Many individuals are benefiting too, using Linkedln to find jobs 
and Groupon to find deals. Bui for now, the irony is that social media widen the social divide, 
making it even harder for the have-nots to navigate. They allow those with jobs to do them 
more effectively and companies that are profiting to profit more. But so far. they have done 
little to aid those who are being left behind. They are, in short, business as usual.

It is strange that the number of British institutions offering MBA courses should have 
grown by 256 percent during a period when the economy had been sliding into deeper recession. 
Optimists, or those given to speedy assumptions, might think it marvelous to have such a 
resource of business school graduates ready for the recovery. 1 

What was taken some years ago as a ticket of certain admission to success is now being 
exposed to the examination of cost-conscious employers who feel that academia has not been 
sufficiently appreciative of the needs of industry or of the employers’ possible contribution. 

It is curious, given the name of the degree, that there should be no league table for UK 
business schools; no agreement about what the degree should include; and no agreed system of 
accreditation. Surely there is something wrong. 2 

Perhaps companies that made large investments would have been wiser to invest in already 
existing managers, perched anxiously on their own internal ladders. The Institute of Management's 
survey, which revealed that eighty-one percent of managers thought they would be more effective 1f 
they received more training, suggests that this might be the case.

Addiction

cookie is serious enough to be compared with addiction to heroin, drug or alcohol. The 
word “addiction” is here used jokingly to denote a tendency to thoroughly or over indulge 
in some pleasurable activities. 

Does this, too, fall into the lighthearted 
category of cookie eating and other pleasures that people pursue with unusual intensity, or 
is there a kind of television viewing that falls into the more serious category of destructive 
addiction, like of drug or alcohol?

3. When we think about addiction to drugs or alcohol, we frequently focus on negative aspects, 
ignoring the pleasures that accompany drinking or drug-taking. And yet the essence of any 
serious addiction is a pursuit of pleasure, a search for a "high" substance that is dismaying, 
the dependence of the organism upon a certain experience and an increasing inability to 
function normally without it. Thus a person will take two or three drinks at the end of the day 
not merely for the pleasure drinking provides, but also because he "doesn't feel normal" 
without them. 

4. An addict does not merely pursue a pleasurable experience and need to experience it in 
order to function normally. He needs to repeat it again and again. Certain thing about that 


particular experience makes his life without it less than complete. Other potentially 
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pleasurable experiences are no longer possible for him, for under the magic spell of the 
addictive experience, his life is peculiarly distorted, and he is deprived of other possible 
pleasures. The addict intensely desires an experience and yet he is never really or fully 
satisfied. The organism may be temporarily sated or satisfied, but soon it begins to desire 
severely again. 

Finally a serious addiction is distinguished from a harmless pursuit of pleasure by its 
distinctly destructive elements and consequences. A heroin addict, for instance, leads a 
damaged life: his increasing need for heroin in increasing doses prevents him from rational 
thinking, from capable working, from maintaining relationships normally, from developing 
in human ways. Similarly an alcoholic's life is ruined too — it is narrowed down, cut short 
and dehumanized by his incurable dependence on alcohol.

For all the pressures and rewards of regionalization and globalization, local identities 
remain the most ingrained. Even if the end result of globalization is to make the world smaller, 
its scope seems to foster the need for more intimate local connections among many individuals. 
As Bernard Poignant, mayor of the town of Quimper in Brittany, told the Washington Post, 
“Man is a fragile animal and he needs his close attachments. The more open the world becomes, 
the more ties there will be to one's roots and one's land." 

In most communities, local languages such as Poignant's Breton serve a strong symbolic 
function as a clear mark of "authenticity". The sum total of a community's shared historical 
experience, authenticity reflects a perceived line from a culturally idealized past to the present, 
carried by the language and traditions associated with the community's origins. A concern for 
authenticity leads most secular Israelis to champion Hebrew among themselves while also acquiring 
English and even Arabic. The same obsession with authenticity drives Hasidic Jews in Israel or the 
Diaspora to champion Yiddish while also learning Hebrew and English. In each case, authenticity 
amounts to a central core of cultural beliefs and interpretations that are not only resistant to 
globalization but also are actually reinforced by the "threat" that globalization seems to present to 
these historical values. Scholars may argue that cultural identities change over time in response to 
specific reward systems. But locals often resist such explanation and defend authenticity and local 
mother tongues against the perceived threat of globalization with near religious ardor. 

As a result, never before in history have there been as many standardized languages as 
there are today: roughly 1,200. Many smaller languages, even those with far fewer than one 
million speakers, have benefited from state-sponsored or voluntary preservation movements. On 
the most informal level, communities in Alaska and the American northwest have formed 
Internet discussion groups in an attempt to pass on Native American languages to younger 
generations. In the Basque, Catalan, and Galician regions of Spain, such movements arc fiercely 
political and frequently involve staunch resistance to the Spanish government over political and 
linguistic rights. Projects have ranged from a campaign to print Spanish money in the four 
official languages of the state to the creation of language immersion nursery and primary 
schools. Zapatistas in Mexico are championing the revival of Mayan languages in an equally 
political campaign for local autonomy. 

In addition to invoking the subjective importance of local roots, proponents of local 
languages defend their continued use on pragmatic grounds. Local tongues foster higher levels of 
school success, higher degrees of participation in local government, more informed citizenship, 
and better knowledge of one's own culture, history, and faith. Government and relief agencies can 


also use local languages to spread information about industrial and agricultural techniques as well 
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as modern health care to diverse audiences. Development workers in West Africa, for example, 


have found that the best way to teach the vast number of farmers with little or no formal education 


how to sow and rotate crops for higher yields is in these local tongues. Nevertheless, both 


regionalization and globalization require that more and more speakers and readers of local 


languages be multi-literate.

Skills for R eading 
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How do we read? There are two different ways to read depending on the purpose of 
reading: to read extensively and to read intensively. 

If you want to read as much as possible you should read extensively. Follow the suggestions: 
first, find many books; second, read them one by one. You do not have to read each of them 
carefully and you may leave out new words you come across so long as you can get the rough 
ideas of your reading materials. Third, don't finish those that you are not interested in. 

If you prefer to read intensively you should choose your books carefully before starting 
your work from your most favorite books. When reading you shouldn't ignore any sentence, 
including its structure, new words and implied meaning. In this way you read less but you may 
get a lot of details of the subjects you like better. 

According to reading methods there are basically three kinds: careful reading, skimming 
and scanning. Careful reading means to cover every sentence of the book in order to obtain all 
information it contains. It is the basic reading skill in learning a language. 

Skimming is a skill that doesn't require the reader to learn many new words and grammar 
rules. It is characterized by reading a large quantity of things in a short time. Its purpose is to 
get general information by using the language, instead of learning the language. It is frequently 
used when people are reading a newspaper or an advertisement. 

Scanning is another fast reading skill, which is preferable when the reader is searching for 
a specific item of information. For example, when scanning something, the reader knows 
clearly what information he wants and keeps in mind a couple of key words concerning his 
reading target and jumps over all the words that have little to do with it and he doesn't stop until 
he finds it. This skill is usually applied for such purposes as looking up a telephone book for 
somebody's number and reading a guide book for advice on a tour.

It’s High Time to Limit H andguns in America 
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We buried Donald Brown last Monday. The killing took place on the campus due to quarrels 
with his colleagues about some academic problems. He was shot by a handgun, the kind one can 
buy nearly everywhere for a few dollars. Those who don't want to buy one can steal one, and half 
a million are stolen each year. There are sixty million handguns circulating in our country; four 
and half million are sold each year. 

Anybody can get a gun. Ownership of handguns has become so widespread that the gun is 
no longer merely the instrument of crime; it is now a cause of violent crime. Of the eleven 
Boston police officers killed since 1992, seven were killed with handguns; of the seventeen 
wounded by guns since 1992, sixteen were shot with handguns. 

Police officers, of course, are not the only people who die. Ten thousand other Americans 
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are dead at the price of our promiscuous right to bear arms. Gun advocates are fond of saying 
that guns do not kill, people do. But guns do kill. 

Half of the people who commit suicide do so with handguns. Fifty-four percent of the murders 
committed in 1998 were committed with handguns. Killing with handguns simply is much easier 
than killing with other weapons. 

Rifles and shotguns are difficult to conceal. People can run away from knife-wielding 
assailants. People do die each year by drowning, bludgeoning and strangulation. But assaults 
with handguns are five times more likely to kill. 

No one can convince me, after returning from the funeral, after standing in the rain with 
Donald Brown's heart-broken family members and hundreds of others from his department and 
university, that we should allow people to own handguns. 

I know that many people feel deeply and honestly about their right to own and enjoy guns. 
I realize that gun ownership and self-protection are deeply held American values. But now I am 
demanding that people give them up. 

I am committed to doing what I can to take guns away from the people. In my view, private 
ownership of handguns must be banished from this country for public good and safety. I am not 
asking for registration or licensing or outlawing cheap guns. I am saying that no private citizen, 
what ever his claim, should possess a handgun. Only police officers should. When that day 
came, the so-called free state would be truly safe and sound!
